Ottawa, April 3. — Mr. Bourassa's 
"women, wine and graft" resolution, 
which had been looked forward to 
with so much interest, not to say 
anxiety, by members of the House, 
ended today in a fizzle. It was close 
on the stroko of 1 -when the Houso ad- 
journed this morning, and when It met 
again ten hours later, it was in antici- 
pation of a warm time; but tho in- 
cidents of yesterday, when Mr. Ein- 
merson made his speech resigning his 
posit'.on as minister of railways, had 
taken a good deal of interest out oj 
the scandal which has formed a sub- 
ject of discussion in tho lobbies for 
some time. 

When tho Houso assembled this 
morning thero was a large attendance 
of members, but tho galleries were by 
no means crowded. Tho motion of 
Mr. Bourassa called upon Mr. Fowler 
either to substantiate his charges or 
withdraw thorn, and, failing his adopt- 
ing either of these courses, that ho bo 
censured by tho House. The member 
for Labelle had not proceeded very far 
In his .remarks when his motion was 
ruled out of order by tho speaker, and 
a discussion ensued in regard to the 
ruling. 

The leader of tho opposition was 
opposed to discussion being shut off 
by any technical point, and Mr. Foster 
backed him up; but Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier was In favor of upholding the 
rules of the House, and the speaker's 
ruling held good. However, it was 
challenged by Mr. Boui'assa, and a 
vote upon this subject was taken. The 
speaker's ruling was uphold by a voto 
of 104 tn 37, tho minority being all 
Conservatives except Messrs. Bourassa 
and Lavergne. 

Subsequently R. L. Borden ' called 
attention to the charges made by Mr 
Emmorson in his speech yesterday 
ntternoon, and expressed his willing- 
ness to have these charges, as fur ns 
tho opposition was concerned, fully 
Investigated. Tho ex-Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals was not In his seat, 
so Mr. Borden announced that ho 
would bring the matter up again when 
Mr. Emmorson was present. 

Hon. W. S. Fielding has been ap 
pointed nctlng minister of railway 
and canals. Although no official an 
nouncomonf has been made on Ol 
subject, It Is understood that no per 
manont appointment will be made b 
the vacant position until the Premier's 
return from England. 

Thero was a long discussion in the 
Commons today on Yukon affairs. Col 
Hughes declared that the amount of 
royalty which should have heen col- 
lected to the end of 1905 was $7,1 16; 000, 
but all that the government received 
was $3,29S,000. Ho asked how th 
deficit of $3,815,000 arose. Was it due 
to mismanagement or to dishonesty? 
This statement led to a debate. 
Special reference was made to J. D. 
McGregor, who went to Yukon a poor 
man and came out In a few years 
comparatively rich. Mr. Oliver de- 
fended Mr. McGregor and challenged 
members to make formal charges. 

James McGuIre, of Pincher Creek, 
who was at ot!6 time In the lumber 
business, told the. lumber committee 
this morning that lie was of the 
opinion that a lumber combine existed 
in the West. During the year 1904, 
when ho was on tho point of buying a 
mill, ho was told that ho would not he 
able to sell his product unless he 
joi.iod tho Mountain Lumbermen's 
Association. He only remained In 
business three months longer* He had 
no positive knowledge of any steps 
being taken during that time to pre- 
vent him doing business. 

Tho militia estimates wore under 
discussion tonight. Sir Frederick Bor- 
den, replying to Mr. Reid, said lie 
knew nothing of the report about a 
change in the high commlsslonership. 
It had never been mentioned to him, 
and he expressed the hope that Lord 
Slrathcona would long occupy tho po- 
sition. 

The salaries of eleven judges and 
junior judges In the county courts of 
British Columbia have been fixed by 
tho government- at $3000.

Harriman's visit prior to the election 
of 1904 was that Harrlman wanted as- 
sistance from tho National Republi- 
can committee to help Chairman Odell 
in tho Now Y r ork campaign, towards 
whoso expenses he (Harrlman) had 
raised $100,000. The president prom- 
ised to communicate with Messrs. 
Cortolyou and Bliss to see what could 
bo done. Ho did in this case, ho de- 
clared, just what he had done In other 
instances when ho was appealed to for 
help in state campaigns. 

To some of Ills visitors the president 
referred to the statement made public 
last night by ex-Justice Alton B. Par- 
ker in Albany, in which ho said that 
it has never been denied that $150,000 
was turned over by the Equitable, Mu- 
tual and New York Dlfo Insurance 
companies to Mr. Cortclyou's commit- 
tee, and that congress had refused to 
investigate tho labor problems of 1904 
or to pass a law prohibiting such con- 
tributions in tho future. On this sub- 
ject the president referred to a state- 
ment which he mado on Nov. 4, 1904, 
In which he said in part: "That con- 
tributions have been made to the Re- 
publican committee, as contributions 
have been made to the Democratic 
committee, la not tho question at is- 
sue. Mr. Parkor's assertion Is in ef- 
fect that such contributions have been 
made for improper motives, either In 
consequence of threats or in conse- 
quence of improper promises, direct or 
indirect, on the part of the recipients, 
but there is not one particle of truth 
In tho statement." 

Neither Mr. Parker nor his support- 
ers, tho president declared, have been 
ablo to traverse the statements in that 
answer. Tho president said that to his 
knowledge about a dozen contributions 
offered by corporations were declined 
by Chairman Cortolyou, but that oth- 
ers wore accented. A contribution by 
tho American Tobacco company, he 
said, was returned. A prominent man 
mado a contribution of $20,000 to tho 
Republication campaign fund. Subse- 
quently this man mado known his de- 
sire for an appointment in tho diplo- 
matic service In the event that the 
president was elected. As soon as his 
motives were understood the national 
committee returned ills contribution. 
Tho president asserted to his callers 
that nono of the supporters who con- 
tributed to tho campaign fund in 1904 
had come to him for favors, either di- 
rectly or indirectly. In this connection 
tho president referred to the legisla- 
tion enacted regarding corporations 
during tho last two years, as disprov- 
ing any imputations that immunity 
would be shown them for their contri- 
butions.

April 3.— Tho Rus- 
sian representatives abroad have heen 
directed to communicato a circular 
nolo regarding Tho Hague peace con- 
ference, the main feature of which is 
that Russia, Germany and Austria rc- 
servo the right to abstain from, tho 
discussion of questions which in their 
opinion cannot load to "practical re- 
sults," meaning the limitation, or ar-' 
maments. 

Russia in making this reservation, 
reaffirmed her adherence to the for- 
mer programme for tho conference. On 
the other hand, Great Britain and 
Japan reserved the right to abstain 
from tho discussion of any points In 
tho Russian programmo from which, 
according to their views, satisfactory 
conclusions are not obtainable. 

The Inclusion of tho limitation of 
armaments, according to the Russian 
note, is proposed by three powers, tho 
United States, Groat Britain and 
Spain. The United States proposes tho 
addition of the Drago doctrine to the 
programme, and soveral states reserve 
the right to present Independent prop- 
ositions to the conference ■ on qucs-< 
tlons connected with the Russian pro* 
gramme, but not directly mentioned i« 
It. 

In conclusion tho noto states that 
the Russian minister at Tho Haguo 
has been Instructed to ask tho gov- 
ernment of the Netherlands to issue 
final invitations to tho conference, in 
order that it may bo opened by thg 
middle of Juno. 

Mr. Stead's Views

Baron Rosen has been charged hYi 
his government with the conduct of the 
negotiations with the South American 
countries and he lias availed himself 
freely of tho machinery of tho stato 
department and his opportunities to 
confer with the resident diplomatic 
representatives of Latin America. To 
all of these the intimation has been 
convoyed by tho secretary, to assurn 
attendance upon tho early sessions oC 
the approaching' Conference, that, tit 
would be well for the South American 
delegates not, to await the reception of 
the formal invitation by mail heforo 
leaving their respectivo countries for 
The Hague, hut to bo on hand at thq 
opening of the conference, charged 
with full power to adhere to the first 
treaty. It is required technically that 
tho newcomers, as a condition of ad- 
mission, shall have adhered to tho 
three treaties resulting from the first 
Hague conference, namely, that provid- 
ing for arbitration and mediation 
and the Geneva convention, and tho 
rules can only ho adhered to by new- 
comers with the assent of everyono of 
the powers that signed the original 
treaty. So far as is known, all of thoso 
powers are willing to admit the South 
Americans, but a singular complica- 
tion has arisen in tho case of Tttr* 
key. Thnt power, through delegates, 
attended tho first Hague conference 
but never ratified tho treaties that fol* 
lowed, so the question Is now whether 
Turkey's assent is necessary to tho 
admission of the South American con- 
tingent, which of course, depends upoit 
whether or not Turkey Is regarded as) 
a signatory power. Her attitude he- 
comes of importance because she haft 
not so far indicated any intention to 
participate in the second conference, 
or, If so, what answer she will mnko 
to the South American applicants for 
admission, The Washington officials 
are disposed to regard ns rather aca- 
demic the discussion which has arisen 
between London and Berlin as to tho 
status of tho question as to tho 11m* 
Ration of armaments. 
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ful. Not only docs it deal with the 
bodily but also with the spiritual needs 
of men, and it deals with men of all 
sorts, of very different characteristics 
although, as I have said, coming for 
the most part from the great working 
class. It deals with people who do 
not want to work, for Mr. President, 
there are some so constituted that the 
Idea of work Is repugnant to them. 
Both these the army lias a summary 
way of dealing. It says 'If you won't 
work you shan't eat' and no man who 
while able, refuses to work receives 
any consideration from the officers 
of the army. 

Caro for the Unfit 
"Then again the army deals with tho 
class who would like to work but who 



more amenable the life of our fellow 
men, and will help to keep them con- 
tent with their lot, comes within the 
bounds of tho work of Christian ef- 
fort. Tho time has, I think, passed 
when It was customary to regard tho 
work of tho priest, the bishop and the 
Salvation army officer as being to 
cater to the spiritual needs of man 
alone. Now it Is recognized that to 
do the best spiritual work it is also 
necessary that some care bo paid to 
the body. And this is the principal 
on which the army works. 

A Creed of Self-Denial 
"And I think that on the whole the 
army does Its work well. Among the 
Officers of tho Salvation army Is found

Commissioner Coombs, head of the 
immigration department of the Sal- 
vation army in Canada spoke before 
tho Victoria Canadian- club at the 
Poodle Dog restaurant yesterday after 
noon. The occasion was a memorable 
one. All that is best and soundest In 
the life of this city was represented 
at tho long tables at which the mem 
hers of the club dined. There wer 
merchants, business men, journalists^ 
farmers, financiers, in fact members of 
all the classes that go to make up tho 
existence of the city and the country. 
Tho provincial legislators too were 
well represented. A number of tho 
members from the local house, sat 
along the tables. At the head of tne 
room, on the left of President Mc- 
Curdy of the club, sat Premier Mc- 
Bride, while near him was Speaker D. 
M. Eberts. 

And the address delivered by Com- 
missioner Coombs was worthy of tho 
audience that had gathered to hear It. 
A natural opitor, the commissioner in- 
stilled into his speech much of the 
force and powerful magnetism which 

s served to bring him to his pres- 
ent position. Given more than is 
usually the oaso with public speakers 
to gesticulating, lie understood the 
limitations as well as tho use Ot tne 
art of attitudes, and never allowed i s 
gestures to detract attention from his 
words, but rather to enforce them. Ho 
spoke with a fiery emphasis which 
struck straight at tho attention of tho 
hearers, and having secured that at- 
tention ho did not for once allow tho 
Interest to flag. A man of vast ex- 
perience, and intimately In touch with 
conditions over the whole country, ho 
spoke of nothing but what he really 
understood, and consequently all that 
he said was worth hearing. The si 
lence, which save for occasional bursts 
of applause, endured throughout tho 
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eluded by ill health or by some do 
formity from taking part in the or- 
dinary pursuits. Of these the army 
takes care, working on the principal 
that no one who Is willing to work 
should be left to bear the badge of 
undeserved poverty. Usually It is pos- 
sible to find for such men who have 
had tho misfortune to bo born cripples 
or weaklings, some employment suited 
to their powers, and in this way hun- 
dreds of cases are aided anually. 
Good Habits Developed 

"Then there is tho class who don't 
like work. There are many such, ana 
the way in which we deal with them 
is by attempting a cure. They are 
treated In a way calculated to incul- 
cate good habits of work, for habits 
of work can as you know gentlemen, 
bo formed just like all other habits 
good and bad. The army takes these 
men, and treats them just as soon as 
they have done It they are fed. If the 
man doesn't feel like doing his job 
until night, he must wait for his meal 
until night, and if he puts the work 
off till tomorrow, the meal also waits 
until the next day. It is astonishing 
how soon habits of Industry are ac- 
quired under this system. 

Finding Work 

"Finally there is the great class df 
men who would like to work, but who 
can find none. This is the class with 
which tho army Is most interested 
and to which most of the immigrants 
sent by the army to the colonics of 
the empire belong. On these tho army 
seeks to lay its hands, and to place 
them where they can find the work 
host suited to their knowledge and 
constitution." 

To illustrate the difficulties with 
which tho army had to contend in 
finding something to suit all sorts of 
men, the commissioner told one 
General Booth's stories. 

A big hulking fellow once came to 
the door of a house, and having called 
out the lady, asked her for something 
to eat. The lady surveyed him, noting 
his size and general husky appear 
anco. 

"Surely if you were to try jiou could

proposed to close his address, there 
were loud remonstratlvo cries, and 
when ho did finally cease speaking and 
sit down the approbation of the 
audience was expressed in one long 
burst of applause. 

Appeals To Practical Men 
Tho commissioner did not by any 
means confine his address to the im- 
migration work of tho Salvation army. 
As one of the branches of tho insti- 
tutions he represented he dealt with it, 
giving It the prominence that was due 
it in connection with the development 
of Canada as a whole and especially 
of British Columbia. In addition to 
tills branch of the work he spoke of 
the general aims of the army, of its 
foundation, of the battles it had fought 
and the victories won. Himself an 
eminently practical man he spoke in a 



commissioner, "WO are unable to do 
much, but once they are willing to 
leave that class, and to become heavy 
enough for heavy work or light enough 
for light work, we can nearly always 
find something to suit their case." 
Various Schemes 
Tho commissioner spoke at length of 
the various schemes which the army 
has organized and which now form 
part of its work. 

"In tho first place," said lie, "there 
art.- our farm colonies. To these wo 
send the men when they first come on 
our hands to find out what they are 
fit for. There's a great art in finding 
out what men arc ilt for. All men are 



up life for the benefit of others. Sal 
vation army officers are not in the 
business to make money; if they were 
out to make money they would novor 
join tho army. They are living for 
tho purpose of helping their fellow 
men. Their rewards are not paid in 
money — their recompense is the satis- 
faction that comes from the kuowledKC 
at tlie end of a day's work that some- 
thing has been done for tho benefit 
of fellow man. Tills is one of the 
great sources of tho success of the 
army, tho fact that tho soldiers will 
lend their best efforts without askin 
'What do I get out of this?' This 
tho work that counts. Tho work that 
Is governed ' by that unselfish love 
which makes a man willing to do all 
in Ills power not for his own ends, 
but for the benefit of his fellow men 

Power of the Army 

"I mention these things, gentlemen 
only because It shows tho cause of 
the hold which the Salvation army has 
on the people of the old country at tlio 
present day. 1 remember the time 
when it was a hard thing to belong 
to the Salvation army — when eggs of 
ancient dale and questionable flavor, 
when refuse, and insult and abuse 
heaped upon us greeted our efforts. 
Now all that is changed. The armyj 
Is held In high regard, and at the 
present time thousands of people are 
waiting for us to say tho word and 
to give them tho necessary advice be- 
fore they start out to a new land. To 
show you just how great the' hold of 
the army is on" the people of England, 
I may state that when General Bootli 
was In London last year lie received 
letters at the rate of over one thou- 
sand a day from people all ' over the 
British Isles, asking advice as to what 
part of the worlJ, and to what part 
of Canada In particular they had bet- 
tor immigrate. And all these letters 
Were answered; the disinterested 
opinion of the officers, based upon 
their close • knowledge of conditions 
everywhere, being placed unreserved- 
ly at the disposal of tho proposing 
immigrants. 

Class of Immigrants 
"Then, as regards the class of peo 
pie who are sent to Canada by the 
army. Complaints have been made 
that all the immigrants, coming 
this country under our auspices arc 
not desirable. Few, very few — in fact 
almost none of these complaints aro 
based upon real foots. And consider- 
ing the care with which all the immi- 
grants of the army are selected, this 
is not surprising. Wo do not take all 
who apply to us — not by any means. 
Just, to show you the care which is 
exercised, 'I may take as an example 
live hundred people who made appli- 
cation to be sent to Canada under the 
auspices of the army; and tho way in 
which, according to the' "books of the 
army, they were treated. Of this five 
hundred, ton per cent, were struck off.

"Mr. President, premier and gentle- 
men," said he, "I cannot state just 
how deeply I appreciate the opportun- 
ity that has been given me of meet- 
ing you here today and of saying 
something about tho great organiza- 
tion to which I belong. Before I go 



might as well set some men to lift tills 
building from its foundationu as to set 
them to spend their lives at agricul- 
tural work. They simply could not do 
it. They are not built that way. We 
pride ourselves, however, on usually 
finding out pretty well just what walk 
in life tho men who place themselves 
under our caro are best suited for, and 
that we really are successful in thi 
direction is shown, I think by the fact 
that of the thousands of nun whom 
we sent to this country from our farm 
company last year we have not re- 
ceived "one single complaint. These 
men spent from one to two years on 
the farm colonies, and so well wero 
they trained that all have tiiken to the 
farming life, and not in a single case 
of which wo have heard have they 
failed to give satisfaction to their em- 
ployers. Many of them are now in a 
fair way to becoming fanners on their 
own account. 

Cream for Canada 
"Then there is the small holding 
plan, on which we take care of many

God and Humanity 
"It is of the Salvation army that I 
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am to speak to you, hero today. Th 
army is a tiling to bo looked at, to bo 
examined, it is a wonderful organiza- 
tion. It came into existence in a sim- 
ple and yet a powerful way. Origin- 
ated in the efforts o£ one man who 
wished to do something towards al- 
leviating the suffering, and remedying 
tho vice which exists in that great- 
est of all cities, 'London, — it has since 
its foundation, spread out its branch- 
es to all parts of tho world, and is now 
a factor in tho development of the race. 
The motto of tho army, reads "For 
God and Humanity." For Humanity 
because wo aro for God, and the more 
wo aro for Him, why tho more we are 
for man. The army recognizes that IE 
you would minister to a man in his 
spiritual needs, you must first pay at- 
tention to his bodily wants. It is no 
use singing to a man and exhorting 
him to remember his home over there, 
if he has not got a home here. More- 
over we believe that a man is much 
more likely to listen to your prayers 
if you preface them with beefsteak, 
than if you attempt to administer them 
to him on an empty stomach. A man 
cannot take any particular interest In 
his soul, when, his body is cold and 
uncomfortable." 

Work of Rescue 

"The class which the army lias 
taken as its especial province Is the 
great mass of the working people of 
tho older countries of the world. At 
the bottom tho members of this class 
aro, as a rule, lino Individuals, hard 
workers, moral and having all the qual- 
ifications of good citizenship. The 
conditions which normally surround 
them are, however, in many cases, 
such as preclude any possibility of 
"their development in the best course, 
It is ti.e work of the army to rescue 
tho moil and the women of this class 
from the awful abyss Into which soi 
many of them have fallen. In carry- 
ing out this work, the army follows 
many methods. 

Men Who Will Not Work 

"The work of tho army is Swonder- 



Tho army refused to deal with them 
they were wastrels, good-for-nothings, 
and with this class tho army wishes 
to have nothing to do. Of such people, 
did we wish it, we could send out 
many to you. There are lots of peo- 
ple in the old land whom their par- 
ents and relatives, aunts, uncles and 
brothers would be glad to dispose of 
by sending' them to a far country. 
And many of these have some money, 
too; for their relatives would gladly 
provide them with a remittance. OC 
these remittance men, however, the 
army steers clear. Tho only differ- 
ence between the fate of these young 
fellows in Canada and in ttw old land 
is that here they probably die a little 
faster. Drink is just as easily pro- 
curable in Canada as in England, and 
for the most part all that these remit- 
tance men do is to put their allow- 
ance down their throats, and the big- 
ger the allowance the more they drink. 
No such men are included among the 
immigrants sent out by the army 

Partial Aid 

"Tho next ten per cent, of those on 
tho bdoks wero sent out to Canada by 
tho army. They wero comparatively 
poor men, who could not pay the 
whole of their transportation. To 
tliose the army advanced a part of 
the fare to their prospective home 
and found them good positions, which 
they could enter immediately upon 
their arrival In Canada. Thoso men 
agreed to pay back to the army the 
proportion of their fare advanced to 
them, just as soon as they commenced 
to lay aside a little money, and in the 
majority of cases the first Instalment 
has come in within one or two months 
after their arrival in their new 
homos. 

Some Have Money 
"Finally, 20 per cent, of those who 
came out under our auspices paid their 
own fares. These were men who had 
saved a little, or it might be a good 
deal of money, and after paying their 
transportation they had left a balance 
of from ;C:,0 to ,C 1,000. That's the 
kind of men We arc sending out to 
Canada. — not paupers, as some people 
imagine. All the same, however, .1 am 
by no means sure that the men witli 
the .C'iOO or . f ; 1,000 are after all th 
best men for the country. My ex- 
perience has been that a man with i 
Jittle money oflen dallies round, and 
will not really get down to work until 
Ills money is spent. U*s the men 
without any money at all who accom 
plish things. 

Class or Cresd Not Counted 

"Then' - 1 may say that no peculiarity 
In class or creed recommends a man 
to the army. A man's creed is his 
recommendation. This and his d 
Berts .are the bases on which the army 
works. Then, too, we do not bellovi 
In taking men from one congested dis 
trict and dumping them In another 
It has been urged against tho Salva 
Hon army that wo wish to dump the 
refuse of Europe on Canada. New 
gentlemen, that is not the case; far 
from it. Tho army lias a reputation 
of 'land suitable ~tol to uphold. We arc generally regarded 
Understanding of! as having, If not two, at least one eye 



the British 

Isles, who complain that the Salva- 
tion army is taking away the cream 
of the population of the old country 
and sending it to Canada. Why do we 
do it, they ask. Well, the reply is 
simple. We do if because Canada 
'docis mot particularly want the 
skimmed milk. The union men have 
asked us why we do not settle our men 
on the land in England instead of send- 
ing them to Canada. There is, they 
say, lots of vacant land In tho British 
Isle's. Well, that is true enough, but 
the trouble is that it Is all In the hands 
of the men who do not want to dis- 
pose of it. It could not be secured ex- 
cept at a very high price. There was, 
however, one man who come to the 
general, and gave him $r,0(i,000 for the 
purpose of settling men on tho land in 
England, and that money lias been 
used to purchase large areas in the 
British Isles. That land has been di- 
vided up into live acre lots, for we 
have passed that stage in our devel- 
opment at which an aero and a cow 
was deemed sufficient to support a 
man, we <rivo him live acres now, and 
on those five acre lots we have set- 
tled many of our men. Having given 
them tills start we hope that they will 
be able to make their own livings, to 
dig out their salvations and to do well. 
Start For Poor Men 
"Another way in which we have 
helped thousands of men is by means 
of the Poor Men's Settlement Assocla 
tion, Limited. This applies to the men 
who are not well off, and who hav 
been given some assistance by th 
army. They are tnken from the Brit 
Ish Isles, provided with what little ad 
dltional capital they need, and placed 
upon some piecr 
their wants, th 

course, being that the financial aid open 



which they received from the army be 
repaid just as soon as they commence 
to do well, and to make something over 
and above their needs. 

Bodies As Well As Souls 

"But' it has been asked by some 
people how all these colonization 
schemes come within the province ot 
the Salv.itlon army. The army say 
these people ore constituted for tho 
purpose or saving the souls of men — 
It Is an organization for the purpose 
ot converting men to Christianity. 
Woll, the answer to such statements 
is that anything which will rendor

Employment For Whole Family 
"In' the first place you supply the 
man himself with work. He can do 
tlie general work about a farm, while 
his wife, for I am supposing all this 
of a married man witli a small family, 
can look after the dairy. Then the 
children can pick fruit for which ve 
good wages can be secured, or if they 
so wish, the girls can go out as do- 
mestic servants, for which I have found 
that there is always, a demand every- 
where in the Dominion. 

The Worth of a Man 
"But the cost of carrying out such 
an undertaking as I have mapped out, 
the bringing of a man, his wife and 
family to a new country, the cost it 
will be urged is large;' Is It worth the 
returns? AA'ell, gentlemen, I don't pre- 
tend to be a political economist, and 
from my own personal experience I 
can't say what a man is worth to the 
country. It appears to me, however, 
that a good man. and even much more 
so a man, with his wife and children, 
Is worth a great deal to a country, es- 
pecially to a new country such as this. 
Political economists state, I believe,

British Columbia Handicapped 

"You gentlemen of British Columbia 
must understand that you are handi- 
capped in attempting to induce immi- 
gration to your province, You suffer 
from the want of> a properly organized 
scheme of immigration. You may talk 
as much as you like about your cli- 
mate and your scenery. They are ad- 
vantages, no one can deny, but you 
can't live • on climate, and mountains, 
lakes and forests aro unsatisfying diet. 
These tilings won't keep a man's chili 
moving. A good climate is an excel- 
lent thing. Your's has the advantage 
of allowing a man to work' out of doors 
all tiio year round, and this is a strong 
inducement to many. This alone, how- 
ever, Is not a powerful enough attrac- 
tion to bring people to British Co- 
lumbia while tlie Northwest is offer- 
ing the lures that it now is. 

Scheme of Immigration Needed 

"What is needed is the formulation 
of some system by which money can 
be advanced to intending immigrants 
to help them pay their passage money, 
and to aid them In getting settled. I 
don't believe in assisted immigration. 
No man should get something for 
nothing. This principal is in fact one 
of the most important in the code of 
the army. AAHiy even in London we 
make the little children on tlie streets 
pay a farthing for tlie breakfasts 
which we provide especially for them.

Universal Demand 

Canada stated Commissioner Coombs

"It may interest you to know," ho 
said, "that the army is not bound to 
send its men to any particular part of 
the world. AVe are receiving demands 
for immigrants from many different 
countries. Only a short time ago the 
general received a request for more 
men from a country where only a few 
years ago they fought tooth and nail 
against any attempt to Introduce more 
men. Perhaps It has struck you that 
you can't run a country without men. 
That fact has certainly been impressed 
upon the country of which I speak, 
and now far from wishing to keep 
men out it is down on Its knoes beg- 
ging that a consignment of one thou- 
sand he sent at once. And not only 
do they ask for men, they offer to pay 
the full fare, and moreovi r are will- 
ing to guarantee twelve months' em- 
ployment. 

"And Anglo Saxons are what are 
wanted. Prom every part of the world 
comes tlie cry for Anglo Saxons. South 
America is crying lor men. Austral! 
too Is asking that thousands be sen 
her, while from Mexico ve have re 
celved such tempting offers that II is 
quite probable that some arrangement 
will be made to send a large number 
of tlie army men to (hat country. 
No Land to Non-Occupants 
"British Columbia is a splendid prov- 
ince, but what it needs is men. These 
men should come by colonization. Had 
I tlie control of affairs here, I would 
grant no land to men who will not 
occupy it, and as head of the Immi- 
gration work of the army in Canada, 
I may say that I would agree to take 
land from the government only on 
the condition that it. be occupied. The 
great trouble- with settlement in this 
province is that after having taken 
over his land, a man has 
several years of work befoi

No Assisted Immigration 
"No assisted immigration as the 
term Is generally understood is con- 
trary to- the very traditions of the 
army. Let some fund be raised for 
the purpose of helping immigrants to 
pay their passages, but only on tlie 
distinct understanding that whatever 
is advanced In this way must be later 
repaid. In this way a fund would be 
formed which would grow snow ball

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THE SALVATION ARMY 

Yesterday's luncheon of the Cana- 
dlan Club was in some respects a 
remarkable Incident. It was remark- 
able for tho eloquent address delivered 
by the guest of honor. It was remark- 
able for tho statements made by him 
and for the prospects for tho future, 
which ho was able to present. But it 
was especially remarkable for tho fact 
that the Canadian Commissioner of the 
Salvation Army was the guest at a 
gathering attended by scores of prom- 
inent business men as well as by tho 
Provincial Premier, the Speaker and 
many members of the local legislature, 
which had deferred the opening of its 
session in order that the representa- 
tives of tho people might hear what 
the Commissioner had to say concern- 
ing tho ability of tho organization 
represented by him to meet the 
demands of British Columbia for 
population. Among tho many deserved 
honors paid by the public to this 
great organization none has been more 
significant than this, not because tho 
Army itself is the gainer in prestige 
by such recognition, but because tho 
incident may be described as epoch- 
making. 

Of Commissioner- Coombs himself it 
is pleasant to be .able to say that he 
conveys the impression that he is a 
man, thoroughly in earnest and excep- 
tionally well-informed upon practical 
questions. As a speaker lie Is very 
forceful and at times reaches a high 
degree of eloquence. His enthusiasm 
is contagious. It has been a longtime 
sinco a gathering of Victoria people 
have heard an address in all respects 
equal to that which ho gave before 
the Canadian Club. The eminent 
practicability of his suggestions, and 
the clear and convincing manner In 
which ho expressed his views elicited 
prolonged applause, but what is even 
hotter, they furnished valuable food 
for thought. Thero was nothing about 
his speech which smacked in tho least 
degree of preaching; but it was ani- 
mated throughout by a strong feeling 
of the duty of men towards their fel 
lows and an inspiring faith in the 
greatness of the British Empire and 
the mission of the British race. 

For the plans of the Salvation Army 
as far as they relato to furnishing 
work for tho unemployed and tho 
sending of workingmen and colonists, 
where they are most needed, wo refer 
the reader to the Commissioner's 
speech which is reported elsewhere in 
this morning's paper. They will form 
a subject for treatment in subsequent 
issues of tho Colonist. The point upon 
- which we wish to lay stress just now 
is the part which the Salvation Army 
has played and seems destined to play 
in the future of the British people. 
This organization is essentially British 
in its origin and its methods. It has 
branches everywhere, but they all de- 
rive their Inspiration, so far as the 
nature of their work is concerned, 
from the central authority, General 
Booth, who forty-one years ago set 
tho movement on fool. It can hardly 
bo possible that its founder foresaw 
'its immense development and tho 
broad scope which its operations 
would take. Conceived in tho heart 
and brain of a man, who saw in Lon- 
don work calling for personal devotion 
and absolute self-sacrifice, it was 
founded upon a principle which is tho 
only true one upon which anything 
permanent can be erected. It realizes 
the dual nature of men, and seeks to 
upbuild them .spiritually iis well as 
materially. In this respect it occupies 
a peculiar position. Church organiza- 
tions seek to develop the spiritual side 
of men's natures; labor unionism 
attempts to advance their material 
interests. The Army does both, and 
it seems very clear that unless both 
are done, either by separate organiza- 
tions working in unity or by one 
organization looking after both aspects 
of the. human problem, a large meas- 
ure of failure must attend any efforts, 
no matter how well meant they may 
be. After hearing Commissioner 
Coombs one may ho excused for 
thinking that General Booth builded 
a great deal wiser than ho know, and 
that it is within the range of possi- 
bility that the organization, which ho 
set on foot, may be tho most potent 
influenco In tho solution of the great 
eocial and economic problems arising 
out of our complex civilization. See- 
ing that the Army has developed to 
such herculean proportions and power 
during tho forty-ono years of exist 
once, it Is impossible to fix a limit to 
which it may not attain in the future, 
If it Is carried on along tho same linos 
and In tho same spirit that have thus 
fur characterized it. 

"FINAL AND UNALTERABLE" 

Tho only thing which tho Imperial 
Parliament cannot do under the British 
Constitution Is to pass a law that shall 
bo "final and unalterable." No matter 
what language a legislative body In 
tho British Empire may employ, it 
cannot bind its successors from re- 
pealing any enactments which It may 



make. Tho furthest it can go in this 
direction is to recite in tho preambles 
to any Act, which it passes, tho reasons 
for tho enactment, and While these 
may not be binding upon succeeding 
parliaments, there is over-/ likelihood 
that they would bo so regarded, 
Henco if the Imperial Parliament shall 
pass an amendment to the British 
North America Act, and set out in tho 
preambles to such enactment that any 
part of its provisions are, by virtue 
of agreement between tho parties con- 
cerned, to bo regarded as "final and 
unalterable," tho chance that any sub- 
sequent parliament will alter tho 
agreement, which is thereby crystall- 
ized into Jaw, will bo exceedingly re- 
mote, and may be regarded as beyond 
probability, unless with the unanimous 
consent of all tho parties to tho agree- 
ment. Hence the supremo importance 
of every erfort being made by British 
Columbia to prevent tho incorporation 
of these words in tho proposed amend- 
ment. In view of this, it is unfor- 
tunate that Mr. McBrldo is unable to 
take to London with him evidence that 
the legislature is unanimous upon tills 
one point. So very important do we 
regard this aspect of the case, that we 
submit, for tho consideration of Mr. 
Macdonald and his political friends, 
that they should see if they cannot 
discover some way of placing them- 
selves officially on record as opposed 
to the proposed solution of our excep- 
tional claims being regarded as "final 
and unalterable." There surely must 
be some way in which this can be 
done. Mr. Macdonald told the Houso 
that he had personally protested 
against this, but a personal protest 
cannot bo of record, and Mr. McBride 
cannot employ it to strengthen his 
case before the Imperial minorities. 
Let this matter bo taken out of politics 
at once. In saying this we do so with 
the full knowledge that the political 
advantages of the present situation are 
all on the side of the Conservative 
Party, but we are more rhan willing 
to forego such advantages, if the 
province can be placed in the position 
of presenting an unbroken front upon 
this aspect of the case. It will not 
matter in London whether Mr. Mc 
Brido took exactly the course at Ot- 
tawa that some one else might have 
taken. It will not matter whether 
some one else might, have accomplish 
ed more. It will not matter whether 
or not ho ought to have asked for a 
commission of inquiry. Nothing will 
matter except the attitude of the peo 
pie of British Columbia. The thing 
which the Imperial authorities will 
look to is his warrant for appealing 
to them at all. That warrant ought to 
be the united voice of tho represcnta 
tlves of the people of the province, and 
there surely must be some way In 
which unanimity upon this one point 
can bo expressed. That it exists no 
one questions. There Is not a man in 
the province who thinks the proposal 
ought to bo regarded as final and un- 
alterable. The legislature ought to 
voice the sentiments of the people in 
this regard. 

Therefore we appeal to Mr. Mac- 
donald and tho Liberal members of 
tho legislature to discover some way 
in which they can place themselves on 
record in a manner that will strength- 
en tho caso of tho province before the 
Imperial government. They will hard- 
ly be influenced by the fr'volous atti- 
tude of the Times, which we ..n only 
add wo deeply regret.

MR. EMMERSON'S SPEECH 

Tho speech which Mr. Emmerson 
delivered In tho House of Commons, 
after Sir Wilfrid Laurier had an- 
nounced his resignation of the port- 
folio of Railways and Canals, does not 
mako very pleasant reading. Every 
allowance must be mado for tho -ex- 
ceedingly dillleult position In which ho 
found himself. Perhaps no public man 
ever occupied such a place before the 
parliament and people of his country. 
It was painful to a degreo that one 
cannot hope to appreciate. Therefore, 
while it must be admitted that his 
speech, although prepared with de- 
liberation, was not one of which ho 
or any man could have reason to feel 
proud, it is only fair to comply with 
his request and suspend judgment In 
regard to film personally until ho has 
had an opportunity to meet his assail- 
ants face to face in court and disprove 
their charges. The letter of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, in which he accepted Mr. 
Emmerson's resignation, was very 
guarded. It contains no promise as 
to tho future, being simply confined to 
a recognition that his late colleague 
had done his duty. 

The whole affair -Is one, which 
neither Liberals nor Conservatives can 
contemplate with satisfaction. The 
only redeeming feature of it is in the 
demonstration that Canadian public 
opinion demands that the public men 
of the Dominion must live decently. 
Mr. Emmerson's guilt or innocence 
are not involved In this aspect of the 
case. All wo need have regard to is 
tho fact that when once the integrity 
of his moral character had been at- 
tacked, even although the charges In 
no way reflected upon the manner In 
which he discharged his public duties, 
it became impossible for him to re- 
main at the head o" a department and 
act as one of the advisers of the 
Governor-General. Tills is of itself a 
great gain. AVe sincerely hope that 
Mr. Emmerson will disprove the 
charges against him, but we fear that 
after his speech his public life must 
be regarded as nearing its close. 

Tho Vancouver World anticipates 
that the bonus on iron and steel vHl 
favor tho installation of an iron 
smelting industry on Vancouver Island 
It ought to have this effect, and we 
suggest, to tho business men of Vic- 
toria that they take the matter up. 



| SPIRIT OF THE PRESS \ 

Weighod and Wanting 

"Welshed in the balance and found 
wonting" will again be the verdict of 
Ilrltlsh Columbia upon J. A. Macdonald 
nuil his followers In tUo legislature, they 
have entirely disappointed the hopes of 
the province. 

We liiul expected, since notice of the 
Better Terms resolution was given by 
Premier McBride, that J. A. Macdonald 
would be true to bis platform pledges 
during the caiupalgu, and would unhesi- 
tatingly support it. We looked for n 
personal protest from him a,galnst the 
almost universal opinion that n Liberal 
victory would Involve the surrender of 
the rights of the province. The suspi- 
cion did not really attach to Mr. '.Macdon- 
ald at all but to the colleague forced upon 
him by the Ottawa machine. 

J. A. Macdonald had Jits opportunity yes- 
terday and throw It away. The resolution 
of the premier contained no attack upon the 
Liberal party, Dominion or provincial; nci- 
thur did the speech in which it was intro- 
duced. 

There need have been no disloyalty to 
ids own party and no receding from any 
position of his own. lie might have ex- 
pressed his regret at the tlttfortuuato posi- 
tion, ho might have continued to believe 
that had be, Instead of Mr. Mnllrlde, at- 
tended the conference of provincial pre- 
miers, the result would have been different. 
But there was nothing In the text of the 
resolution that any -British Columbian 
should have opposed', and a unanimous vote 
would eertalnlv have strengthened the gov- 
ernment's hands in the struggle which they 
must aow enter. 

The obvious explanation of Mr. Macdpn- 
ald's conduct would he that in spite Of his 
protestations and promises be Is still play- 
ing the game of his friends at Ottawa, and 
bones by having divided the .House on the 
subject, to show that the province Is not 
■united, and to some extent indifferent. 

Hut we believe that the obvious explana- 
tion In his instance is not the true one. 
We still [believe that Mr. Macdonald Is lion- 
et and sincere. Ho lias simply proved by 
revealing himself, how far over-rated be 
has been by friends and foes alike. 

J. A. Mncdonalil, by ids speech In the 
Legislature yesterday afternoon, has shown 
that his lu-aln and soul are merely those of 
a pettifogging lawyer; a trilling verbal In- 
accuracy, real or Imagined, overshadows to 
his paltry mind the general tenor of the 
most. Important resolution of the session, 
lie has no soul above, writs of orror. 

Mr. .Macdonald has never been accused 
of having any ideas of statesmanship. IHs 
analytical mind, so often Insisted upon h.v 
his admirers, might be of some sen-Ice If 
devoted to Improving the structure of legis- 
lative enactments, But when It is em- 
ployed merely to ,iivc on hour's exhibition 
of "close reasoning" on nothing at all, it 
becomes a public nuisance. 

A legal quibble makes .small appeal to tho 
public: Mr. Mocdouold's usefulness Is gone. 
—Nelson Canadian. 




Mr. Bowser has introduced a Bill in 
regard to immigration into tho prov- 
ince, which is along tho lines of the 
Natal Act. Whether or not such a 
'.aw will be held to be within the jur- 
isdiction of the provincial legislature 
may bo open to doubt; but there can 
be no possible objection to the pas- 
sage of such an Act, leaving the ques- 
tion of constitutionality to be settled 
later. 



THE SAND PITS 

There seems to be a disposition on 
the part of many people, and among 
them some of those who are charged 
with tho administration of municipal 
affairs, to make light of t) e com- 
plaints of the people of Spr.'-ig P.idge 
concerning tho sand pits. Those citi- 
zens, who live In other pans of the 
city, can afford to regard this matter 
With complacency. The sand pits aro 
a benelit to them in many ways; bur 
to the people in tho vicinity of them 
they are a nuisance and a depreciation 
in the value of properly. They pre- 
sent one of those problems, which 
arise in every growing city. Perhaps 
the problem may not lie caused by the 
excavation of sand, but may arise from 
some other cause; but from time to 
time In every city, which Is not at a 
standstill, difficulties arise which were 
unexpected when tho population was 
smaller. Probably when the pits were 
first opened it did not occur to any 
one that they would he as large as 
they have become or be as objection- 
able as they now are. But we have 
to deal with tilings as we find them, 
and that something ought to be done 
to meet the exceedingly reasonable 
wishes of the people of Spring Ridge 
admits of no contradiction. The Mayor 
says that bo has a solution ready. We 
hope he litis, but His Worship Is a 
very optimistic gentleman, so far as 
his own plans lire concerned, and we 
shall feel a good deal more certain of 
their value In this matter, after he 
has laid his proposal before tho Coun- 
cil. Whatever his Idea may be, it is 
to be hoped that he or some one else 
will llnd some way of doing the right 
thing. Alderman Fullcrton seems to 
have not met with quite as cordial re- 
ception in discussing tills matter us 
he could have desired. We commend 
tho Alderman's determination to bring 
matters to a head. Whether or not ho 
goes about it in the best way is some 
thing upon which we do not feel called 
upon ti) express an opinion. The great 
point is that he docs go at It. The 
Colonist recommends him to keep tit it 
until lie obtains justice for the people 
for whom ho speaks. 



The London Globe thinks that Mr. 
Bryce lias lost tho conlldence of the 
people of Canada. The people of Can- 
ada do not jump to conclusions quite 
as quickly as the London paper. They 
will take Mr. Bryce as they find him 
and before giving or withholding their 
confidence they will wait to see to 
Which he Is entitled. Tho Globe is 
doubtless Influenced by its political 
hostility to Mr. Bryce. 

Lord Rosebery thinks that the peo- 
ple of tho United Kingdom will never 
tolerate the idea of a separate parlia- 
ment for Ireland. He said further that 
bo did not believe the intention of the 
government Is to go to an extreme in 
tho matter of homo rule, but lie de 
precatcd the course adopted by some 
of the ministers in promising more 
than there was any likelihood the 
British people would consent to give. 



The Colonial Secretary bus stated In 
the House of Commons that if Canada 
applies ln-r Intermediate tariff to one 
country it must be extended to all 
other countries having commercial 
treaties with Croat Britain in which 
the "most favored nation" clause ap- 
pears, provided Canada has given her 
adherence to such treaties. Tills is a 
question which will probably bo con- 
sidered tit the Colonial Conference, be- 
cause it affects .-ill parts of the Em- 
pire alike. 



Tho Ontario government favors den 
tal and medical examination of school 
children, free evening lectures for cit 
izens anil the maintenance of gymna 
stums In connection with, schools, the 
cost to be borne out of the public rev- 
enue. This is an extension of the Idea 
uf freo schools very much further than 
the originators of the system ever con- 
templated. There may be some ques- 
tion as to how far such expenditures 
can be justified; but it is a subject 
upon Which most people will, like t he- 
Colonist, prefer to keep an open mind, 
until there Is ti request for action.

purposes. The Kree Press says: 

•If the terminus or the Grand Trunk 
Pacific for the lirst three years of its 
operation is (Edmonton and not Tort Simp- 
son, the people of British Columbia have 
only to thank the government whom they 
have permitted Hie Canadian Pacific rail- 
way to Inflict upon them." 

It would surprise no one if the Grand 
Trunk Pacific were not used In this manner 
to whip the British Columbia people Into 
line in support of the Grit government at 
Ottawa.

PRESIDENT'S VEBSiOM 
OF HARRIMAN AFFAIR 



Denies Emphatically That He ; 
Asked Magnate for Cam- : 
paign Contributions 



Washington, April 3. — Tho Harriman 
letter whoso publication has stirred up 
controversy between President Roose- 
velt and the railway magnate was 
written to Sidney "Webster, a Now 
York millionaire, and tho portion re- 
lating to tho alleged contribution to 
tho campaign fund is as follows: 

"About a week before the election of 
1904, when it looked certain that the 
state ticket would go Democratic, and 
it was doubtful as to Roosevolt him- 
self, the president sent me a request 
to come to "Washington at onco to con- 
fer with him upon the political con- 
ditions in New York. 

"Ho told mo he understood tho na- 
tional campaign could not bo success- 
fully carried on without sufficient 
funds, as tho national committee had 
utterly failed in obtaining them. 

"I explained to him that I under- 
stood that the difficulty horo was 
mainly caused by the up-state lead- 
ers being unwilling to support De- 
pew for re-election, and that if Depcw 
could be taken care of in soma other 
way I thought matters could be ad- 
justed and tho different contending 
elements in tho party brought into 
closo alliance again. 

"We talked over what could ho done 
for Depew and finally ho agreed, If 
it were found to bo necessary, to ap- 
point him ambassador to Paris. 

"With tho full belief that the presi- 
dent would keep his agreement I came 
back to New York and sent for Treas- 
urer Bliss, who told mo that I was 
their last hope, as they had exhausted 
every other resource. 

"In his presence I called up an in- 
timate friend of Depew, and told him 
that in order to carry New York it 
would bo necessary to raise $300,000 
at once and that if ho would help, I 
would contribute $50,000. 

"Tho gentleman said that he would 
lot me know, winch he did, with the 
result that tho whole amount, includ- 
ing my subscription, was raised. The 
checks were given to Bliss, who took 
them to Cortelyou." 

When this letter was brought to tho 
attention of tho president he emphat- 
ically gave the lie to tho assertions 
made therein. Mr. Roosevelt also made 
public copies of a letter which he wrote 
to Congressman Sherman, at New 
York last summer. 

In one of his letters the presidont 
said: "I understand you to say that 
Harriman alleged that I made this 
promise (referring to Depew as am- 
bassador to France) at the time ho had 
come to see mo In Washington, when 
I requested him to raise a quarter of 
a million fund for the campaign then 
on. 

"Any such statement Is a deliberate 
and wilful untruth and by rights 
should be characterized by shorter, 
more ugly words. 

"I never requested Harriman to 
raise one dollar for tho presidential 
campaign in 1004." 

After giving out the correspondence, 
tho president said "I feel particularly 
fortunate in having been attacked 
within the last few days by both. Bur 
ton and Harriman," ' ' 

The president then authorized the 
following statement: 

"After writing tho letters to Con 
gressman Sherman, tho president was 
assured that Harriman had not made 
tho statement Sherman, credited blip 
with making, and inasmuch as the 
same statements appear in tho letter 
of Harriman, which has now boon 
published, the president deems It 
proper that tho letters ho sent io 
Sherman last October should now be 
made public."

Peter Ryan of Toronto Wins Suit 
Against Bank of Mon- 
treal 



The Colonist the other day had a 
brief dispatch from Toronto reciting 
the fact that Peter Ryan had been vic- 
torious in an Interesting law suit. Tho 
full particulars are contained in the 
following report of tlie case taken from 
tho. Toronto Globe of last week: 

Mr. Justice Clute yesterday handed 
out Judgment In the cases of Mont- 
gomery against Ryan, and Ryan 
against the Bank of Montreal and 
Montgomery, The actions were tried 
together In Toronto at the beginning 
of this month. Tho judgment is In 
favor of Ryan. 

The action of Montgomery against 
Poter Ryan, Registrar of the Eastern 
Division of Toronto, was brought to 
recover $12,7SD,1M and interest upon a 
demand note dated November, 190G, for 
$17,2-10, made by Ryan to tho Bank of 
Montreal and transferred by tho bank 
to Montgomery with certain collaterals 
pledged by Ryan to secure his account 
with the Bank of Montreal. The defence 
denied Indebtedness and claimed the 
note had been puid by collections made 
by the bank of which only partial 
credits wero given; tiiat the bank held 
as collateral a claim against the Ash- 
croft "VVntcr, Electric and Improvement 
Company, upon which the bank recov- 
ered judgment for $3,325.60 and costs, 
amounting in all to $.1,775.31 ; that the 
bank received other collections for col- 
laterals, etc. 

Bank Claimed Balance. 

The second action was brought by 
the plaintiff, Teter Ryan, against the 
bank and John D. Montgomery in 
respect to tho same transaction. It 
was set forth that for many years 
Ryan was a customer of tho bank, 
which In August, 1900, claimed a bal- 
ance of $12,789.24 as tho amount due 
upon Bald prnmiKsory note. Ryan 
charged the bank with wrongful debits 
and of having conspired with Mont- 
gomery to maintain a wrongful and Il- 
legal condition of tho account so as 
to enable tho hank to wrongfully re- 
cover the $12,789.21 claimed as due 
Other charges of collusion and conspir- 
acy were llkewiso made. The plaintiff 
claimed an account against the bank, 
etc., and claimed damages to the 
amount of $50,000. The bunk denied 
tho charges of fraud or other improper 
conduct and claimed that on November 
lfj, lOOn, the bank rendered a statement 
to Ryan showing the balance due upon 
his account at that time was $17,240, 
which he admitted to be correct, and 
therel'oro gavo the said note, that tho 
bank in consideration of $12,789.21 
transferred to Montgomery the Ryan 
account amounting to $12,780.24. Tho 
defendant, Montgomery, denied all 
charges of improper conduct or that lie 
was acting as agent of the bank. 

Scoros Bank of Montreal, 

Ills Lordship, in giving judgment 
says tho evidence in part was very 
contradictory. He finds that Ryan Was 
not aware from time to time what rate 
of interest was being charged. Ho also 
says the note givn by the Ashcroft 
Co. could havo boon collected on exe- 
cution by the bank, and that Ryan 
should have credit for the amount. 
Common! Ing upon tho action, his Lord- 
ship observes that in this case In- 
spection was allowed with a view of 
sei'.lng the account, and on sale of the 
account the bank covenant to allow 
future Inspection. The question is 
whether the bank has a right to allow 
Inspection. Ills Lordship holds that 
any agreement carrying with It tho 



right to Inspect is in direct contraven- 
tion to the bank act. 

"It is difficult to imagine anything 
more likely to shake public confidence 
in our banks than tho knowledge that 
customers' accounts aro open to in- 
spection and sale. Great injustices 
might be done by exposing the private 
affairs of a customer and selling his 
account to any avowed enemy or on» 
who desired to uso his information as 
a lever for private ends, as was ad- 
mitted In this case. 

"Having regard to the high standing 
of the Bank of Montreal, It Is almost 
incredible that It should so disregard 
Its duty to Its customer. As I havo 
pointed out, the transfer of tho account 
collaterals and note was under his il- 
legal contract. Montgomery had no 
other title except that which ho 're- 
ceived under this contract made in 
direct violation of tho- law. I think 
the whole agreement is void." • 
Montgomery Action Dismissed. 

The action of Montgomery against 
Ryan is dismissed with costs, and the 
counter claim dismissed without costs. 

In Ryan versus the Bank of Mont- 
real tho plaintiff is entitled to judg- 
ment. The judge declares wrongful, 
Illegal and void the agreement for the 
transfer of the account, securities and 
note in question; a reference to the 
Master ln Ordinary is made to take an 
account of the amount due tho bank at 
tho legal rate of interest of 6 or 5 per 
cent.

Extracts Unfair 

. Those extracts we're: unfair In that 
they were not according to the evi- 
dence in its entirety. Ho wished 
to emphasize very strongly lu lhe " rst 
place, that these extracts spoke only 
of George A. Cox, and omitted the fact 
that he had fifteen directors behind 
him. They forgot to state, what was 
clearly brought out in the evidence, 
that no loan, nor any financial trans- 
action was carried out without the 
unanimous vote of the directors. The 
Canada bite had never accepted a loan 
nor an investment proposition without 
a unanimous vote of the directors. If 
Mr. Jaffray, Mr. Gibson, Mr. Walker, 
or any one of tho directors were to 
object to a transaction or an Invest- 
ment, that would ond it. Yet all the 
way through the Canada Life is talk- 
ed of as being run and absolutely con- 
trolled by Georgo A. Cox. 

Office Boy Directors 

Manager Cox objected to some of 
the recommendations of the commis- 
sioners as Impracticable. "What could 
wo do," lie asked, if we were bound to 
confine our investments absolutely to 
moitgago loans and stocks of banks? 
We have," ho -said, "perhaps the 
strongest board of financial men In 
Canada. We are .shut out, by the pro- 
posal made, from dealing lu any se- 
curity in which any of them may lie 
interested, or in which any officer or 
any ollicial of our company may be in- 
terested. I, personally, would have to 
sell every share I have. We should 
have to bring in tho office boys as 
directors, if no director could be in 
any way interested In any security wo 
bought. Yet- this is. the suggestion of 
the commissioners- to the' parliament 
of Canada, that no director, no share- 
holder, no officer, no official of any 
cnriijany can .he interested, directly or 
indirectly, in any security that the 
company buys as an investment Our 
hands are absolutely tied." 

Unpractical Suggestions 

"Wo are doing business in Canada, 
the United States and Great Britain. 
Wc are looked upon In Great Britain 
as one of the strong British companies. 
AVe claim that we are a strong British 
company. We have the reserve; we 
have the assets to compare favorably 
with them. Hut we cannot do busi- 
ness in this great territory at tin- 
same price as an American company 
can in the state of Now York with the 
same population in a much smaller 
area; tho traveling expenses alone 
would prohibit that. With our pre- 
mium rates lower, and our reserves 
higher, it is proposed to apply tho 
same ratio of premiums to cover ex- 
penses, which is unreasonable. 

It should not be overlooked that the 
higher the reserve the less their Is 
loft for expenses, ami therefore the 
greater security remains for tho pro- 
tection of the policy holder. 

"As to our investment of $0,000,000 
or $7,000,000 in bonds from the Cen- 
tral Canada Loan & Savings company, 
we bought them at a better price 
than wo could have bought them for 
in any other market or from any other 
brokers. 

"The report takes up the companies 
one by one. and makes suggestions at 
the end. They do not say that they 
find the large companies of Canada 
dishonestly managed, yet they have 
not one word to say to encourage tin- 
life assurance companies of Canada 
Canadian life assurance is a protty i 
big proposition.

"The companies In Toronto fool that 
there is unfairness In the construction 
placed upon the facts put before them 
by the commissioners. Wo opened our 
hearts to them, gavo them everything 
they wanted .in the way , of infonna 
tlon, and all they do hi to find fault 
With matters of small Importance; 
they do not have a good word to say 
for us. They damn us in tho eyes o£ 
tho public of Canada, Great Britain 
and tho United States upon trliles;

A provision suggested by the com 
missioners, referred to by Mr. Cox as 
particularly objectionable, was that

for a policy. A better remedy, Mr. 
Cox thought, would bo to Invalidate 
the policy of a man who accepts a re- 
bate rather than punisli a company 
that is doing all it can to stop the 
practice.

COLONIAL CONFEREHGE 



Debate in Commons on Canada's 
Representation at 
London 



Ottawa, March 31. — The early por- 
tion, of the afternoon sitting of the 
House today was taken up by a most 
important subject: The question of the 
representation of Canada at the forth- 
coming colonial conference by the 
First Minister, who is the one special- 
ly invited. Replying to the leader of 
the Opposition, Sir "Wilfrid said ho had 
certainly hoped to go to England, but 
■within the past few days certain 
things had transpired .wh.ch might 
prevent him crossing the Atlantic. 
Thereupon,. Mr. Borden moved the ad- 
journment of the House to discuss this 
question. He spoke briefly, but em- 
phatically, pointing out how essential 
it was that, the Dominion, the leading 
colony 'of the Empire, should be re- 
presented at the gathpring. If it were 
the state of public business that would 
detain the First Minister in Canada, 
then ho could assure the right hon. 
gentleman that he could l count'- upon 
the assistance . of the Opposition in 
every legitimate way to further his de- 
parture. If it were not /possible to dis- 
pose of. the business of the House be- 
fore Sir "Wilfrid left, then the Conser- 
vative' party would be willing' that 
Parliament should adjourn from next 
"Wednesday for a sufficient period to 
enable the Prime Minister to be pres- 
ent at the conference. 

Wants Colleagues Also 

The reply of Sir Wilfrid "was listen- 
ed to with great interest. He insisted 
upon the absolute necessity of his -be- 
ing accompanied to England by some 
of his colleagues, especialyly those who 
had had the preparation of the tariff. 

He hinted that if he went at all he 
might delav his departure for a cou- 
ple of weeks, as the early days of the 
conference would not be particularly 
important, and it would take some time 
to organize. He accepted Mr. Borden's 
offer to facilitate his departure, but 
urged him at the same time to go a lit- 
tle further and facilitate the departure 
of his colleagues. 

Mr. Foster pointed out that the 
Government had nearly completed its 
sessional programme, and whatever 
measures were still under considera- 
tion, as, for Instance, the Land Bill, 
could be laid over. If that measure 
were withdrawn there were not many 
Liberals who would shed tears over it. 
Canada was committed to the confer- 
ence, and her First Minister should 
be there. 

". Don't Go," Says Bourassa. 

Among the others who spoke were 
Mr. Bourassa, Mr. Fielding, Dr. 
Sproule, and Col. Hughes. The mem- 
ber for Labelle thought there was no 
necessity for the Promo Minister to go 
to the conference, at all, and Col. 
Hughes suggested, amid ■ great laugh- 
ter, that Sir Wilfrid should take Mr. 



Bourassa with him, if only to carry 
the carpet bag. In closing the. dis- 
cussion, Mr. Borden incidentally re- 
ferred to the so-called arrangement 
mooted in the press between the Op- 
position and the Government, with re- 
gard to Mr. Bourassa's course on the 
morrow. The Opposition leader was 
most emphatic in his declaration that 
any suggestion of an arrangement was 
never more unjustifiable or more un- 
warrantable. The general opinion In 
the lobbies tonight, is, that after this 
discussion Sir Wilfrid Laurier will be 
a passenger on the Empress of Iree- 
land, Baling on April 5. 

Mr. Borden asked the Prime Minis- 
ter if there was any foundation or not 
for the statements which had appeared 
in the press that ho did not propose to 
attend the colonial conference. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied that he 
had certainly hoped to have gone, but 
certain things had transpired in con- 
nection with the business of the House 
which might lead him to car.cnl his 
trip. The mat'.er, however, was under 
consideration. 

Of Urgent Moment. 

Mr. Borden moved the adjournment 
of the House for the purpose of dis- 
cussing a matter of urgent public Im- 
portance, namely, that Canada should 
bo represented by the Prime Minister 
at the approaching colonial confer- 
ence. The matter, Mr. Borden con- 
sidered, was one of the most urgent 
possible moment. By a resolution of 
the conference in 1901 Canada had 
practically pledged herself to attend 
this conference, and the Prime Min- 
ister of Canada, representing the Do- 
minion, was a party to that resolu- 
tion, and there was no doubt that 
Canada was committed to sending her 
representative to these conferences 
every four years. The correspondence 
in the return which had been brought 
down emphasized this necessitv. He 
did not intend to comment at the pre- 
sent time on any matter of policy or 
any subject of discussion which might 
be' brought before the conference. The 
only point which he was dealing with 
was that Canada should be represent- 
ed on April 15, when the conference 
meets. 

Constitution of Conference. 

Proceeding, Mr. Borden quoted ex- 
tracts from orders-ln-council passed 
in July and October of last year in 
connection with the forthcoming con- 
ference showing that the Dominion 
Government had made representations 
to the Home Government concerning 
the constitution of the conference; and 
whilst Australia, New Zealand, Cape 
Colony, and Natal had passed resolu- 
tions in regard to subjects to bo dis- 
cussed at that conference, the Domin- 
ion Government had done nothing of 
the kind. By the order-in-council of 
July the Government had suggested to 
the Imperial Government that the in- 
vitations to the conference should ex- 
tend not only to Prime Ministers, hut 
other ministers; and in reply, Lord 
Elgin, the secretary of state for the 
colonies, had replied that in the case 
of the larger colonies there was a dis- 
tinct advantage in having the attend- 
ance of other ministers in addition to 
the' prime ministers. Further, Lord 
Elgin stated that any minister could 
attend the conference at the time 
when subjects which concern his par- 
ticular department were under discus- 
sion; The Dominion government, how- 
ever, was not satisfied with that an- 
swer, and they passed a further order- 
in-council in 190G that the. answer did

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not meet the point, and aeklng that 
the other minister should have some 
recognized status. 

To Be Settled at Conference 
The council therefore suggested that 
the conference should be called one of 
colonial ministers. It would almost 
seem, Mr. Borden remarked, from the 
persistence with which this idea was 
put forward by the Canadian govern- 
ment, in the face of the unanimous de- 
cision of the conference of 1002, that 
even so far back as that time tin 
Prime Minister would not desire to at 
tend tills conference, and would dnsir 
tp have some minister appointed in 
his place. (Opposition cheers.) How 
ever, the government had answered 
themselves, because when Mr. Lyttle- 
ton, In a previous despatch in 1905 
had suggested that the name of the 
conference should bo changed from 
that of the colonial conference to the 
Imperial council, the Canadian govern 
ment answered him — and properly an 
sword him — that that was a matter 
which the conference 'must itself deal 
with. However, Lord Elgin sent a re 
ply to the. government, saying that he 
did not feel justified in complying with 
the representation which had been 
made by the Dominion government 
and that the matter seemed to be one 
to be. settled at the conference itself. 

Will Consent to Adjournment 

It would be a .deplorable outcome if 
the Premier of this country should 
not be represented at the conference, 
especially when the distant common 
wealth of Australia, New Zealand' and 
South Africa were to bo represented 
although the journey from these col- 
onies was two or three times greater 
than from Canada. Sir AVilfrid's - ab- 
sence would, In fact, result In nullify 
ing the work of the conference, apd In 
absolutely diminishing Its usefulness 
to the vanishing point. The opposl 
Hon were willing to facilitate the at- 
tendance of the Prime Minister at the 
conference. He would now say to Sir 
Wilfrid that if he could not so regu- 
late the domestic affairs of his own 
party as to leave the remaining busi- 
ness of the House in charge of one of 
his responsible colleagues, the opposi 
tion were willing to adjourn '. from 
Wednesday next for such a length of 
time as might be J necessary to enable 
the Prime Minister to attend the con 
ference. (Conservative cheers.) ■ No 
doubt such an arrangement might 
cause some inconvenience, but that 
should be weighed as nothing com- 
pared witli the essential necessity that 
this great Dominion should bo repre- 
sented by its Prime Minister. In con- 
clusion, he said, lie was prepared to 
make any other reasonable arrange- 
ment with the Prime Minister and the 
government in that connection. (Con- 
servative cheers.) 

Premier's Denial 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said he could 
not have demurred to the tone of Mr. 
Borden's remarks had it not been for 
the insinuation that he (Sir Wilfrid) 
as far back as the conference of 1902, 
contemplated that Canada should be 
represented at the forthcoming con- 
ference by some other minister. 

Mr. Borden remarked that the or- 
ders-ln-council of the 20th July and 
17th October seemed to afford evi- 
dence that the Prime Minister expect- 
ed or hoped that Canada would be 
represented at the conference by some 
one other than himself. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said there wns 
no necessity for such an insinuation. 
The despatches in question were fram- 
ed with one particular object In view. 
Since It was his lot to be Prime Min- 
ister, he was prepared to take his 
share of the work, whether In Ottawa 
or London, but whether In Ottawa or 
London, he was anxious to have the 
co-operation of his colleagues to as- 
sist him. The despatches,' which had 
been quoted, simply pointed tills out. 

Wants Colleagues' Aid 

There must be important questions 
to be discussed at the conference— 
the agenda said what they were. 
Among them was the trade question, 
In which Canada took a deep and vital 
Interest, and when it came to be his 
duty to discuss that and connected 
questions, he would like to have the 
presence of his coleagucs who had 
done so much to make the tariff what 
It is at the present time. The opposi- 
tion leader ought not to be surprised 
at his (Sir Wilfrid's) anxiety between 
his duty which called him to London 
and his duty which retained him at 
Ottawa at this moment. For some days 
ho had been giving the matter much 
thought, not knowing whether his duty 
was in Ottawa or in London. At the 
present time ho had not made up his 
mind. He had thought that he might 
postpone his departure from Ottawa 
— not that he never Intended to go, but 
everybody knew that the first meet- 
ings of the conference on April 113 
would not be so important as the 
later sittings. There was always a 
certain amount of formality at the 
opening, and little work wns done. II: 
took some days to organize and pre- 
pare and his attendance would not be 
,',b Wj'ofitlal as It might he later 
No Nocessity to Adjourn Houso 

He gladly welcomed the disposition 
on the part of the opposition to facil- 
itate the. business of parliament In or- 
der to permit him to leuvq. Ho did 
not think there would be any neces- 
sity of adjourning the House, If the 



opposition wouid put a little reason- 
able restraint on the Hoods of elo- 
quence and confine themselves to a 
business discussion of the subjects lie- 
fore, parliament, he might reasonably 
leavo Canada and saii on April 5, cn-| 
trusting to some of his colleagues the 
conclusion of business here. At thtil 
same time he desired to repeat thatl 
lie thought he should be accompanied 
on this mission witli which the Can-| 
udian peoplo had entrusted hhn .by] 
some oi his colleagues, in order to as- 
sist in working out the problc\:s! 
which would come before tho confer-] 
once. Inasmuch as Mr. Borden had 
been good enough to say that he would 
be glad to facilitate the business of 
parliament, he presumed ho would fa- 
cilitate, not only his (tho Premier's) 
departure, but also that of his friends 
and colleagues who it was essential 
should accompany him. 

Mr. Foster Urges Reconsideration 

Mr. Foster said he rose to urge tho 
Premier to reconsider his half-formed 
If not wholly formed determination not 
to go to England, and see whether or 
not, by the kindly co-operation of the 
opposition and the enforced diligence 
of members on his own side, by a Utile 
curbing of the Hoods of eloquence from 
some of his own supporters, and by a 
good honest combined effort, they 
could facilitate the departure of the 
First Minister on the 5th of next 
month. The absence of . the Premier 
of tho leading colony of the Empire 
would take away from the meeting of 
the conference a good deal of the en- 
thusiasm which would otherwise exist. 
Tho absence ot" the predominating 
partner in a conference of that kind, 
at the organization period of the con- 
ferencse, would have a very injurious 
effect on the spirit and operation of. 
the conference itself. It was essential 
that Sir Wilfrid should bo there, and 
later, one by one, his ministers could 
find their way over to join him. 

What was there that need keep the 
Prime Minister at Ottawa'.' The ses- 
sional business had been almost en- 
tirely completed, or altogether com- 
pleted. The tariff had been disposed 
of, they had discussed and gono 
through two important subjects last 
week. The legislation promised by tho 
crown had been brought down. The 
Postmaster-General looked easy and 
lazy, because his piece de resistance 
had been got rid ot". (Laughter.) 

Lands Act Bill Might Stand 

Tho only great thing which did not 
belong to the opposition, and for 
Widen" they were not responsible, and 
which if it were not pressed would 
not causo tears to bo shed on the 
government side, was the huge bill in- 
troduced by Mr. Oliver. (Hear, hear.) 
No harm would be done if that were 
laid on tho shelf to mature until next 
session, to become letter In the pro- 
cess of maturity. (Hear, hear.) Sure- 
ly, then, with the important work of 
the session nearly over, and witli a 
majority of eighty at tho back of tho 
government In tho House, what was 
there to prevent the minister from go- 
ing over to the other side and taking 
his proper place at the conference? He 
was less solicitous of that than ho 
was that Canada should take its prop- 
er, place there. • (Hear, hear.) Thcro 
seemed to be nothing of vital import- 
ance here in the present state of 
legislative work to prevent Sir Wil- 
frid from going, and if It would do 
him any good ho (Mr. Foster) prom- 
ised for ills part-. that If Mr. Bourassa 
kicked up too rusty In tho rear of the 
government bonches they would bring 
as much gentle persuasion to bear on 
that gentleman to Induce him to de- 
fer what he had,to,say until the sum- 
mer holidays had passed, and until 
they met together . again next Novem- 
ber with renewed strength and vigor. 
He sincerely hoped that the 6tM* of 
April would see Sir Wilfrid . Laurier 
sailing under favorable breezes and 
with a sunny atmosphere out of one of 
our Canadian ports in one of our good 
Canadian steamers, bound for the Old 
World to take Ills part in a confer- 
ence of the colonies of the Empire 
whoso representatives would consult 
together in order that the common 
interest of this great aggregation of 
peoples might be conserved and fur- 
thered. (Conservative cheers.) 

Mr. Bourassa (Labelle) said he 
could not altogether agree with the 
suggestion as to the importance of 
closing the proceedings of the House 
to enable the First Minister to go to 
England. There was no imperative 
obligation upon Sir Wilfrid to be there 
on April 15, or at all. 

Minister of Finance 

Mr. Fielding regarded it as import- 
ant that Canada should be represented 
by the Prime Minister, not because 
Canada had any particular grievance, 
but because the other colonies had 
presented subjects which were Import- 
ant to every part of the British Em- 
pire. Dealing with the business still 
before parliament, he admitted that 
the government had no reason to com-

ary business of tho Houso. Ho cited- 
tho correspondence which had taken 
place between Canada and the Im- 
perial authorities. Tho Dominion gov- 
ernment pointed out that April 15 
would bo a very inconvenient time to 
attend the conference, as parliament 
would probably bo in session, and the 
minister argued that even if Canada 
were unrepresented by the Prime Min- 
ister, still the matter had been ox- 
plained in advance by that letter. He 
heartily sympathized with every word 
which had been said in the House as 
to the desirability of Canada being 
represented at the conference by the 
Prime Minister. 

"I trust," lie concluded, "what has 
been said today will help to facilitate 
tho business in order that Canada may 
bo represented at opening of the con- 
ference by the Prime Minister." 
A "Little fcnglander" 

Dr. Sproule (East Grey) warmly 
criticized the speech of Mr. Bourassa, 
describing that gentleman as a very 
small "little Englander." He strongly 
advocated the benefit to be derived 
from the colonial conferences, and 
asked whether the first colony of the 
Empire was going to abandon these 
conferences and lot them die from in- 
anition. It was important that Can- 
ada's advice, which had been sought 
by Imperial authorities, should bo 
given at the conferences. It was im- 
portant that the Prime Minister should 
be present at tho opening of the con- 
ference, when the work for the whole 
meeting would bo shaped, and it was 
also important for the colonies and 
for the Empire that Sir Wilfrid should 
be present. 

Col. Sam Hughes delighted the 
House with a speech, in which Mr, 
Bourassa came in for a warm time. 
Any delay In the business of the 
House Col. Hughes suggested was due 
to Mr. Bourassa, and he threw out the 
hint that the Prime Minister should 
tako Mr. Bourassa over to England 
with him, if even only to carry the ear- 
pet bag. (Loud opposition laughter.) 
If the First Minister was serious in 
his desire to get away, why, instead 
of adjourning for the holidays next 
Wednesday, did they not sit on the 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday and Mon- 
day and forward the business of the 
House, instead of dawdling round like 
a lot of school children. He put for- 
ward this as a serious proposition as 
well as the other proposition that the 
Prime Minister should create a posi- 
tion for Mr. Bourassa and take hirer 
away with him. (Loud laughter.) 

Mr. Borden replied on fhe ™ ho 1 /-' 
cusslon. He did not consider because 
Canada hud no grievance that that 
was any reason why the Dominion 
should not bo represented at the con- 
ference. He thought it was only right 
that Canada should be represented 
there by the Prime Minister, who was 
the only one who could, under the con- 
stitution of the conference, represent 
the Dominion. As to the date being 
awkward, he reminded the House that 
the Empire was a large one, and it 
was difficult to fix a date to suit all 
the colonies. Ho hoped the Prime 
-Minister would be able to be in at- 
tendance at the openi/ig of the con- 
ference on April 15. The motion for 
adjournment was declared lost. ,

OLD COUNTRY MAIL. 

Arrangements in Progress to Get an 
Improved Schedule Fixed. 

Vancouver "World — Steps are being 
taken to secure for the Pacific Coast, 
Vancouver and Victoria In particular 
a service which will bring the malls 
from the old country to this section of 
Canada at least two days earlier than 
the present mail schedule. 

The Overseas Mall for China and Ja- 
pan arrives in Vancouver In a few 
hours over ten days from England. 
The English mail for Vancouver takes 
.slightly over twelve days to reach this 
city. The loss of this two days is a 
serious handicap to local merchants 
and the board of trade will discuss the 
matter at the regular meeting to be 
held tomorrow afternoon. 

Secretary Skene lias been looking up 
the matter and has found that the. Bri- 
tish Columbia malls arrive in Montreal 
on the same steamer as tho malls for 
China and Japan. These, however, are 
sorted when they arrive and the. bags 
are placed on the train immediately 
and rushed through to the coast. Tho 
coast majis, on the other hand, are 
held In Montreal until the mails for 
Canada have been sorted and the bags 
brought across on tho Pacific express 
arrive hero two days later than the 
"Overseas Mall." 

It is likely that the board of trade 
will appeal to the postmaster-general 
to have sealed bags for the coast plac- 
ed on the mail steamers in England 
and have them hurried across the con- 
tinent on the "Overseas Mail" without 
the delay of sorting In Montreal. 

President W. J. McMillan of the 
board of trade stated this morning that 
he thought the service would be of 
great benefit, to the local merchants. 
"Personally," continued Mr. McMillan, 
"I am in favor of the proposed service, 
because two days is a long time to de- 
lay the mails for this city. If we can 
get lliem through one day or "osslhly 
two days ahead of time, and send them 
two days later than the ordinary mail 
permits', it will be of groat advantage 
to us."

IN VANCOUVER CITY 



Carpenters and Painters Are Still 
Standing Out for Higher 
Wages 



Fully 750 carpenters met yesterday 
In the Labor Hall to discuss the pres- 
ent difficulty existing between their 
union and the contractors, says the 
Vancouver News- Advertiser in its is- 
sue of Tuesday. On Good Friday it 
was decided that; no carpenters should 
work yesterday, tut that a discussion 
should bo held 10 arrive at some ar- 
rangement, or decide what course 
should be pursued regarding the wagi 
question, which is the point really at 
issue. The carpenters' union in this 
city is divided under two headJ, the 
Amalgamated Carpenters and the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters. Thelc two 
bodies are distinctly separate for exec- 
utive purposes, but in case of strii*.* 
or other kindred matters they are 
actually one body. Immediately fol- 
lowing the resolutions passed at the 
mass meeting yesterday morning that 
the ' carpenters decline to work until 
their claims for an advance in wages 
has been granted, the Amalgamated 
Carpenters went into conference and at 
1 o'clock the Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters followed suit. All of the three 
meetings have been held behind closed 
doors. 

Another meeting of the carpenters Is 
called for today, when some decisive 
action is to be looked for. It in i- 
ported that an effort is being mart 3 o 
enlist the carpenters employed In th»? 
door and 1 sash mills, and by so doing 
tie up the manufactories. As a mat- 

- ter of fact, the carpenters do not claim 
to have gone out on strike. They say 
their agreement with the builders has 
expired, and they are not willing to 
enter Into any further contracts uiiitss 
their terms are accepted. . 

The Brotherhood of * Painters and, 
Decorators are on strike, not so much 
because the increase of 10 cents an 
hour has not been agreed to, but be- 
cause they are holding out for the 
"closed shop" clause in their propa- 
ganda. For the past two years the 
rate of wages has been -10 cents an 
hour and an open shop. The men 
demanded 50 .cents, but contended for 

' the closed-shop, wtflch was' insisted on. 
A meeting of the employers was held 
yesterday to discuss the question of 
the closed shop, but their decision 
was not forthcoming. 

This morning there will be another 
meeting of the painters when it is ?jc- 
pected that Mr. C. M. Haybl, a special 
organizer, will bo present from Port- 
land. 

A number of the employers haw. al- 
ready signed up, and their men Lave 
gone back to work. 

There is no trouble in the rank 5 <"f 
the sheet, metal workers. Only four 
men In this union are out of work, as 
all the shops in the city with the ex- 
ception of Messrs. Morrison, Craw- 
ford & Mclntyre, have granted the in- 
crease of fifty cents per clay, which 
was demanded. The one shop which 
has not yielded to the. pressure has a 
reason for not doing so ,two of the 
members of the Arm being but of the 
city. One is expected back today, 
when it is confidently expected that 
arrangements will be satisfactorily 
made with the men. 

Sheet metal workers are In demand 
owing to the great amount of building 
work, requiring their handicraft, be- 
ing carried on, and there was practi- 
cally no opposition made to the demand 
for increased wages.

ANOTHER RAILWAY MOVE. 

Mackonzie & Mann May Use National 
Transcontinental Line. 

Port Arthur. March 31. — It is said 
here that Mackenzie & Mann, are look- 
ing to use the National Transcontin- 
ental Railway in reaching the oast 
from Port Arthur. The agreement made 
by Mayor Clavet with the C. X. R. and 
the G. T. P. provides n right of way 
through the town in the northern 
boundary. Mackenzie & Mann will 
build northeastward to the narrows on 
Noplgeon River, thence following the 
same direction, pass between Nepigeon 
and Lory Lakes, rounding the north- 
ern end of the latter lake, and so 
strike the National Transcontinental 
Railway. This would complete the loop 
from the main line down to the lake, 
the other section for the loop con- 
sisting of the G. T. P. lake branch, 
which taps the main line out north of 
the lake. The G. T. P.' would have 
running rights over the Mackenzie & 
Mann Neplgon sections, which would 
shorten their distance to and from the 
east by several hundred miles. Other- 
wise from tin? east they would have to 
run to Sturgeon lake and then down 
the Lake Superior branch. 

On leaving here they would have to 
carry traffic west, a hundred miles or 
so, and then transfer to the main line, 
an Immense waste of time, and making 
the G. T. P. several hours longer from 
the lake to the east than the C. P. R. 
A great deal of interest is being taken 
in the situation, and the discussion of 
the agreement, which contains this 
possible solution of the eastern out- 
let of the C. N. R. and G. T. P., is quite 
extensive. 

Superintendents Price and Taylor 
had a conference with the City Coun- 
cil this afternoon In an effort to arrive 
at some arrangement by which the C. 
P. R. would not he embaTassed in its 
plans here by the agreement made by 
the mayor with the C. N. R. and G. T. 
P. 

The C. P. R. plans to do extensive 
work here this summer, Involving the 
expenditure of upwards of $200,000 in 
station, warehouses and yard facilities, 
and it Is to protect these works that 
the oinelals are concerned. .

Fl RE IN SAN FRANCISCO 

Power Houso Burned and Five Fire- 
men Injured 

San Francisco, April 3. — The de- 
struction of the electric light and 
power house of the San Francisco Gas 
& Klectric company, at Twenty-second 
avenue south and Georgia street, by 
lire last night, plunged the entire city 
into darkness, and resulted in the in- 
juring of five firemen, and caused a 
loss estimated at $2,500,000. 

The following firemen are in the 
Potrero Fmergency hospital, seriously 
injured: Capt. Thomas J. Murphy of 
engine 20, Lieut. Hayden, Lieut. Dan- 
ley, Lieut. Kelsher, Lieut. J. Dollar. 
The firemen were caught by falling 
walls when the building unexpectedly 
collapsed. The destroyed power house 
was the principal electric light and 
power plant of the San Francisco Gas 
it Electric company, and furnished the 
electric light for the larger portion of 
the city. 

Out- of the nine lending theatres, six 
could give no performance. Extra po- 
lice were placed on duty at the tem- 
porary hall of justice, and city prison 
at Eddy and Mason streets. 

Owing to the darkness, the building 
having 110 gas connections, no one was 
allowed to enter or leave the city 
prison and no prisoners were released 
on hail. 

The fire started shortly before eight 
o'clock. It was caused, it is said, by 
the explosion of a steam pipe in the 
engine room, which scattered fuel oil 
In all directions. The oil Immediately 
caught lire, ignited the oil tank which 
exploded, and in a few minutes the 
entire building with valuable mach- 
inery was wrapped in flames.

Railway Man Believes American 
Roads Will Seek Connec- 
tion With Island 



W. D. Barclay, a well known rail 
way contractor of the northwestern 
states, who is en route to his home in 
St. Paul, Minn., after an extended 
pleasure trip through the southwestern 
states, is registered at the Drlard and 
in conversation with the Colonist last 
evening mentioned the fact that he 
surveyed the first Canadian Pacific 
Railway line through Western Canada, 
in 1SS1. 

Questioned regarding the probability 
of other American roads following the 
example of the Great Northern and 
extending into Canada, Mr. Barclay ex- 
pressed a doubt as to their entering the 
prairie country, but thought it ex- 
tremely probable that the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul and the Harrl- 
man lines which are now extending to 
Seattle would place steamship lines on 
the western waters to connect Seattle 
with the various British Columbia 
coast ports. 

"These lines are out for business" 
said Mr. Barclay, " and will doubtless 
fellow wherever traffic leads. With 
the extension of the C.P.R. lines and 
the Hill Interests on Vancouver Island 
and the consequent development of the 
fruit, timber* and mining interests of 
the country, It would not bo surprising 
to see Victoria a principal port of call 
steamships belonging to all the

great western roads of the United 
States, and that within a very few 
years. 

"Look at what the proposed develop- 
ment work of the C. P. R. will do for 
the fruit industry alone," ho continued. 
"Why, I remember the time when 
Southern California was nothing but a 
desert and .the present prosperity of 
that country is due to nothing but the 
development of fruit growing possi- 
bilities. Here In this country you have 
the advantages of a splendid, climate 
and a natural rainfall. Nothing is 
needed but the clearing of the land 
and great fortunes are made from the 
timber alone in the process of clear- 

Speaking of his trip, Mr. Barclay ex- 
pressed himself as greatly delighted 
with the scenery and climate, his only 
regret being that .his stay here was 
curtailed by delays on the Shasta 
route northward to Portland, the floods 
in Washington and Oregon having 
necessitated a detour of about eighteen 
hundred miles. The damage to the 
railways in the flooded distrcts is in- 
calculable and it will be weeks, perr 
haps months, before the necessary re- 
pairs can bo completed.

VAST RAILWAY PLANS 

Thirty Thousand Miles Under Opera- 
tion in Canada This Ycar 

The Dominion of Canada will have 
nearly 30,000 miles of railway in a 
position to be placed under operation 
by the end of 1907. At the end of 
1900 the total mileage actually in op- 
eration of steam railways in Canada 
was approximately 22,500 miles. Added 
to this the 6,800 miles, which according 
to the latest revision of contracts, will 
be practically constructed the present 
year, the exact figures indicate that 
28,300 miles will bo ready by the end 
of 1907. 

Approximations which have been 
furnished by the leading railway com- 
panies affirm that for the Increased 
work in 1907 there will be necessary an 
expenditure of over $110,000,000 „f a 
little over £22,000,000. This esti- 
mated expenditure is based upon the 
amount spent last year. As a matter 
of fact the carrying out of the plans 
already adopted will entail a similar 
expenditure each year for the next 
half dozen years. During that period 
an army of not less than 30,000 men 
will be occupied in building new rail- 
ways,

OPPOSITION TO RAILWAY BILLS 



Socialist Leader Objects to Applica 
tions for Charters and Consid- 
erable Debato Follows 



A formal announcement on the part 
or Premier McBrldo of hia appoint 
ment by the provincial executive as 
"special agent anil delegate" for Brit- 
ish Columbia to present the case for 
better terms before the Imperial au- 
thorities, the Introduction of the 
member-elect for Dewlney district, W 
J. Manson, amid general enthusiasm, 
and the consideration in commltteeol 
a budget of private bills, were the 
principal matters before the provincial 
legislature yesterday afternoon. The 
House did not sit until 2:30 o'clock, 
the majority of members having ac- 
cepted the invitation to attend the 
Canadian Club luncheon, at which an 
address was delivered by Commis- 
sioner Coombs of the Salvation Army. 
A. debato commenced by J. H. Haw- 
thornthwaite, who declared his inten- 
tion to oppose all bills applying for 
charters for railway rights-of-way, 
occupied the greater portion of the 
afternoon. 

Prayers were read by Rev. F. T. 
Tapscott. 

Premier Questioned 

Before the transaction of regular 
business, Mr. Oliver, on a question of 
privilege, asked the Premier whether, 
in view of the address delivered _ by 
Commissioner Coombs of the Salva- 
tion Army before the members of the 
Canadian Club, he was prepared to 
make any statement of the agreement 
between the army and the government 
relative to the encouragement of im- 
migration to British Columbia. 

The Premier stated that there was 
no agreement in existence between 
the government of British Columbia 
and the Salvation Army in regard to 
immigration. Olllcials of that organ- 
ization, however, had been In confer- 
ence with the government, the agent- 
general of British Columbia, and R. INT. 
Palmer, of the bureau of information, 
at different times. On these occasions 
the best means of stimulating immi- 
gration to the province had been fully 
discussed and negotiations had been 
entered into. Up to the present no 
formal contract had been agreed to by 
either party. 

New Member Introduced 

Premier McBridc and Thomas Tay- 
lor then introduced to Speaker Kberts 
the newly-elected representative of the 
Dewdncy riding, "\V. J. Manson. Ho 
was accorded a warm reception, mem- 
bers occupying seats on the govern- 
ment side applauding him vociferously 
as he took his seat 

Better Terms 

Premier McBride, -vising to a ques- 
tion of privilege, made a formal an- 
nouncement of his appointment as the 
"special agent and delegate" o« British 
Columbia to present its claims for bet- 
ter financial treatment 'at the hands of 
the federal authorities in the matter of 
provincial subsidies. He said that he 
felt it his duty to announce that, in 
view of the proposals recently sub- 
mitted to the federal House leading to 
imperial legislation, Jt had been de- 
cided that he should present the case 
of the province before the imperial 
authorities at the time the federal 
proposals were brought to their atten- 
tion. • 

As the programme outlined for Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier's trip called for hia 
departure from the eastern coast at an 
early date, t ho conclusion naturally 
reached was that the negotiations to 
the end that the required amendments 
should be made would be opened up in 
the near future. The provincial gov- 
ernment, under these circumstances, 
had conceived it Its duty to follow the 
contention that the province should be 
granted better terms, to the fountain 
head. And, as the premier of the 
province, he had been charged with 
the responsibility. He wished, there- 
fore, to formally make the statement 
of his intention to - leave for London 
On that mission. It was right that the 
House should know of this. As it 
might easily be seen, It was impdHant 
that ho should leave at the earliest 
possible date. For that reason he felt 
siire that as far as the members of 
parliament were concerned, the busi- 
ness would be expedited In order that 
he would be able to get away without 
Undue delay. He wished also to say 
that be would leave with the best of 
feelings towards the honorable mem- 
bers on the other side of the House 
who had assisted, up to the present. In 
carrying on the work incidental to the 
sitting of the legislature. (Applause). 
Committee Reeport 

A report was submitted by Mr. Bow- 
ser, the chairman of the private bills 
committee, as follows: 

That the preamble of the following 
bills has boon proved, and the bills 
ordered to be reported as amended: 

Bill (No. 5) "An Act to Incorporate 
the Okanogan Telephone Company." 

Bill .(No. r>2) "An Act to Incorporate 
the Cariboo and Pacific Mining, Smelt- 
ing and Deveelopment Company." 

The report was received. 

Private Bills 

The House then went into committee 
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on the bill entitled "An Act to Incor- 
porate the Portland Canal Railway 
Company." • The member for Colum- 
bia, Mr. Parsons, took the chair. 
A Debate 

Somo dlsousslon .took: place on 
clause 21, 'which reads as follows: 

"The company shall, within twelve 
months after the coming Into force of 
this act, deposit with the minister of 
finance and agriculture the' sum o£ 
flvo thousand dollars, either in cash 
or securities approved by said minis- 
ter, as security that the company will 
expend not less than ten thousand dol- 
lars In surveys or construction of the 
railway hereby authorized to bo built, 
before the 3 1st of December, 190S, and 
in default of such expenditure the 
aforesaid deposit of money or securi- 
ties shall bo forfeited to and become 
the properly of the government; and 
should such security not be deposited 
as aforesaid, or should such expendi- 
ture not be made within such time, 
all the rights and privileges conferred 
by this act shall be null and void." 
Increase Deposit 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite introduced an 
amendment which proposed to in- 
crease the deposit necessary from live 
to ten thousand dollars. In this con- 
nection he explained that' he proposed 
to take similar action in regard to all 
the prlvato bills before the house. Ho 
claimed that none of those asking for 
right' of way privileges for railway 
construction really intended actually 
building roads. All they wanted was 
to obtain the charter for the purpose 
of "hawking" it around. Personally he 
did not intend that, insofar as ho could 
avoid it, his time and that of the 
house should be wasted with such 
measures. 

Mr. Hayward, the father of the bill, 
hoped the house would see lit to en- 
dorse the clause in question. He ex- 
plained that the railway provided for 
would open up a country rich in 
mineral which, otherwise, could not bo 
exploited. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite wanted infor- 
mation as to the number of mines in 
the district through which the railway 
would run and the extent of the staffs 
of employees at these different prop- 
erties. 

In response Mr. Hayward stated that 
it was scarcely necessary to say that 
the mineral in the section had not 
yet been developed. A railway was 
necessary before the properties could 
bo advantageously opened up. He 
reiterated his request that the clause 
should bo allowed to pass. 

Mr. Williams delivered a brief ad- 
dress, taking much the same stand as 
that assumed by Mr. Hawthorn- 
thwaite. lie referred to the objection- 
able feature of permitting what he 
termed "charter mongrels" to obtain 
control of rights of way for the pur- 
pose of selling them to bona tide rail- 
way companies, thereby creating an 
unnecessary middleman in these 
transactions. He spoke of the build- 
ing of the Crow's Nest Pass railway 
and Col. Baker's connection with the 
undertaking in disparaging terms. 
Strong Defence 

Mr. McPhillips, in reply, spoke 
strongly. While he saw the force of 
the argument advanced In reference to 
those seeking charters, he did not 
agree altogether with what his honor- 
able friends said in reference to those 
people. It was true that in many In- 
stances they sold charters obtained to 
larger companies. But he did not see 
why British Columbians, who, after 
all, In taking the steps mentioned 
were assisting in the development and 
exploitation of the province, should 
not benefit thereby. Otherwise the 
whole prolit went to the large corpor- 
ations. With regard to Col. Baker's 
connection with the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway, he did not think any charge 
could bo made against that gentle- 
man on that point. Col. Baker had 
risked a large investment and for 
many years, as a result, had been 
financially crippled. Personally ho 
thought, insofar as . Col. Baker was 
concerned, his identification with the 
Crow's Nest Pass Railway company 
had not. been at -all- discreditable. 

Mr. Oliver remarked that this was 
one of those rare occasions on which 
he agreed with his honorable friend 
the member for Nanaimo. lie wished 
to say that he believed that the con 
struct ion of the Crow's Nest Pass rail 
way formed one of the most scandal 
ous of the occurrences in connection 
with railway building in British Co 
lumbla.

Provincial Police Order That 
Clearing of Indian Lands 
be Stopped 



News from the north would seem to 
indicate that affairs at Prince Rupert 
afe not moving as smoothly or as rap- 
idly as might bo desired by those In- 
terested. J. Watt, of Simllkameen, who 
has just returned from the northern 
townslte, says that the Pacific Coast 
Stevedore Company have been ordered 
to cease their land clearing operations 
on the Taimpsean Reserve lands. The 
order was given by the police of the 
provincial government and the com- 
pany declined to obey on the ground 
that any such order should come 
through the United Supply and Con- 
tracting Company with whom their 
contract was made. The matter rests 
thoro for the present, according to Mr. 
Watt, though ho understood before ho 
left that the provincial police wore 
about to take steps to enforce the 
order. 

The work of clearing the townslte 
lh> proceeding very slowly, only about 
four or five acres having been stumped 
up to the present, and the work seems 
to be suffering for want of competent 
management. 

In regard to the future of Prince 
Rupert Mr. Watt is of the opinion that 
the poor character of the soil and the 
dampness of the climate will prevent 
the northern town from becoming a 
serious rival of those In the southern 
parts of the province. The soil, he 
says, Is of a svvamplsh nature, very '"re- 
tentive of moisture, and very unstable, 
It being necessary to drive piles down 
t,o bed rock in order to secure a safe 
foundation for buildings of any kind. 

Among the businesses, already start- 
ed are a general store, hardware, 
butcher shop, drug store and a branch 
of the Canadian Bank of Commerce. 
A wharf Is in process of construction 
and will be finished within a ■ few 
weeks. 

Mr. Watt brought with him the 
news of a serious accident which oc 
currod just prior to the sailing of the 
Amur last Friday. It appears that 
carpenter in the employ of the United 
Supply and Contracting Co. was en- 
gaged in tearing down a small building. 
He and a companion were knocking 
out tho timbers supporting tho roof 
which suddenly collapsed, catching the 
unfortunate man across the left thigh 
and fracturing the bone. The Injured 
man was taken to Port Simpson hos- 
pital. In the short time which elapsed 
before the sailing of the boat the man's 
name could not be learned. 

Mr. Watt left for his home this 
morning on the Princess Victoria.

A FATHER'S CRIME 

Killed His Two Children and Then

Montreal, April .1.— William Simp- 
son, a young farmer of Hudson 
Heights, was. brought to Notre Dame 
hospital today suffering from self- 
Infllcted wounds, and If he recovers he 
will Have to face tlie serious charge of 
having murdered his two young chil- 
dren by shooting them. 

The tragedy occurred yesterdny fore-

She ran at once to tho homo of Simp- 
son's father, nearby, for assistance, 
and when ho reached tho scene of tho 
tragedy ho found Simpson had turned 
tlie pistol on himself. The cause of 
the tragedy Is shrouded In mystery, as 
.Simpson had never shown signs of in- 
sanity, 
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CUBAN ASSASSINATION 

Havana, April 3.— Joseph E. A. Yala, 
cx-chlef of police of Gulnes, Havana 
province, was assassinated at Gulnes 
today. Tho crime apparently was 
political, as the victim led the gov- 
ernment force near Gulnes during the 
August revolution, thereby incurring 
so much enmity that he went to Mexi- 
co, from which country ho had to be 
returned. The assassin, who was a 
member of the rebel army, escaped.

VICTIM OF CONSPIRACY. 

Former York Loan County Official De- 
clares Did Not Get Square Deal. 

Kingston, April 2. — "I did not get a 
square deal. I have been sacrificed. If 
the Crown is not above suspicion, who 
can be? I will come out of Kingston 
and will live it down. I will show the 
world I am an honorable man. I never 
stole five cents in my life. 

"I know the courts had politicians 
and tho public to deal with. The pub- 
lie condemned me in the police court, 
where I was not being tried, but was 
only under investigation. Mr. Curry 
was always after me. He seemed to 
have some, kind of grudge against 
me. Yet Mr. Maston reported after 
tho Investigation of Mr. Cross that 
no funds of the York County Loan 
nnd Savings Company had been di- 
verted. 

The truth Is the Government 
brought about tho downfall of the 
York Loan, took all I had under the 
promise of immunity, and then sac- 
rificed me. The charge to which I 
pleaded guilty was a technicality. The 
other two charges which were dropped 
could not have been proven. I never 
stole and I never conspired. I was led 
to believe I would cither got off en- 
tirely or at the worst receive a light 
sentence. I got tho limit before being 
tried by a jury." 

The above is tho summary of the 
Valedictory delivered .by Mr. Joseph 
Phillips before the steel bolts of his 
cell in Kingston penitentiary shut him 
out from freedom for five years.

• The best that has ever been held 
under the auspices of the Victorlu 
Kennel club, is the general opinion ot 
those who attended the bench show- 
now being held in the premises lately 
occupied by the B. C. Furniture com- 
pany on Government street. Entries 
were being received all morning and 
this delay put the committee far be- 
hind in its work. In consequence 
It was considerably alter the hour 
appointed before judging was com- 
menced. Once Mr. Davis got started, 
it did not take him long to run 
through the largest class in the show, 
the English setters, and general satis- 
faction was expressed regarding his 
decisions. 

Included among the many dogs are 
some very valuable animals and some 
that have been specially imported to 
cornpeto in bench shows. The build- 
ing has been well laid out for the pur- 
pose and every convenience has been 
provided. 

In the classes that have been judged 
several close decisions had to lie made 
and the winners are already attracting 
attention. In the English setter class 
the competition was very keen, but the 
absence of several of the old exhibitors 
is noticed. Charles Minor, with his 
string of Montez breed and T. P. Mc- 
Donnell have no cntrleo; although In 
this class there are many that have 
been bred by MeConnell. In fact the 
majority of the prizes were captured 
by dogs bred by him. In bitches Mr. 
MeConnell bred Rocklinc Flirt, owned 
by Miss Davie, which captured iirst 
prize in the novice, lirst in limit class, 
first open and lirst winners. Ladv 
Rosalind, winner of second prize in 
novice, open and reserve, was also bred 
by Mr. MeConnell, as was Mallwyd 
Doc, who won first in puppy dog class 
and second in the novice class. W. E. 
Ditchburn, with two entries, came to 
the front and won three lirst prizes, 
two with Princo Roy and the other 
with Marlborough Bess. In the Irish 
Better class the prize for the best bitch 
went to A. Fairfull's Jess, who also 
won the honor last year. In the open 
dogs II. R. Ella's Prince was lirst. 

Among the classes that have not 
been judged the Gordon setters and 
pointers come up strong. In the for- 
mer some very fine animals are shown 
and tha judge will have his work cut 
out awarding his decision. In the 
latter greater interest is being taken 
than in perhaps any class in the show. 
This breed is rapidly becoming popu- 
lar and the next couple of years will 
see it largely, increased. In this class 
the entry that is attracting attention 
is that made by Jack Wolfenden, who 
has on show Cedar Hill Bell with a 
litter of very fine looking pups. The 
pups are by Victoria Boy, and already 
the majority of them have been spoken 
for. In the wire-haired fox terrier 
class more entries have been received 
and a better, show is made than ever 
before. In the smooth-haired elasf. tbip, 
competition is also very keen. Cocker 
spaniels are well represented, while; 
the bull terriers are creating a good 
deal of interest. 

The only classes judged yesterday 
were the English and Irish setters, St. 
Bernards and greyhounds. This difli- 
cult proposition will be resumed this 
morning at ten o'clock, and by three 
in the afternoon it is expected that 
the spectators will be able to see the 
Winners. Judging is being done on the 
second floor of the building.

In this city. 

Mr. Meldram was 42 years of age. 
and although not a native born son of 
this province he came as near being 
one as was possible. He was born on 
the sailing vessel Countess of Fife 
while rounding Cape Horn, his parents 
the late J. H. and Isabella Meldram, 
being then on their way to this city. 
He was educated in Victoria, and also

MANY LIVES IN DANGER 

Exciting Fire at Tunnel Terminal in 
New York 

■New York, April .X— Fire caused by a 
spark from one of the boiler rooms in the 
excavation for the IMeiAdQO tunnel term n il 
at Dev. Fulton and Church streets, today , 
did damage estimated at 550,01)0, and 
delay of thirty days In the completion £ 
work oil the huge terminal will lie caused. 
Five men were injured during; the are DJ 
being caught In one jit the dee p cxc.n a- 
tlons, two of them so severely that it was 
necessary to take them to a hospital. 

The tire started on a high woodefo .struc- 
ture midway between Dey and CorUnildt 
streets, used to support a hoisting, ciiginc. 
By the time the fire apparatus arrived the 
shower of smirks and embers from the 
burning 'boiler house had set lire to a dozen 
other boiler houses and similar structures 
In the excavation. These, together with 
several big derricks, were badly burned 
and the temporary wooden Mooring o\ei 
the surface of dryesy covering the exca- 
vation was reined. . 

There were many thrilling rescues and 
several Instances Of personal bravery dur- 
ing the progress of the (ire, Deep down 
under the ground In tlic 100 and, more ex- 
cavations which are being sunk Mr the 
foundations of the big terminal buildings to 
res; upon, were between COO and UK) men 
at work. When It was seen that there 
was danger or the lire spreading! to all of 
Hie eil'dnc houses south of Dey street shut- 
ling off the supply of air, the pressure of 
which enables the men to won; under 
•■round and the withdrawal of which would 
mean serious danger, if not death to ninny 
of them, the danger signal was given and 
the buckets lowered to bring the lower 
tunnel workmen to the surface. Around 
some of the derricks used to lower and 
hoist the buckets, the flames raged ilcrrely.

the donkev hoisting engines lost their 
nerve and 'deserted their pasts, leaving the 
men eighty feet beneath the surface of he 
ground lo their fate.

The failure of the authorities of the Do- 
minion government to arrange for the lease 
of a small portion of the north end of the 
Snnghee.s reserve, as requested by the city, 
may have a very prejudical effect upon the 
building of the Victoria West -school. 

The city some time ago, through the 
lion. William Temploinan, asked that a 
lease of an aero or so 'be granted It hi 
order that the land thus acquired might be 
llsed as a she for the Victoria West school. 
At the meeting of the council on Tuesday 
evening, a letter was received from the 
Department of the Interior to the effect 
that hi view of the fact that tin: Indians 
had not. surrendered their rights to the 
reserve no such lease could be granted. 
This may have the effect of forcing the 
cltv to purchase a new site for the pro- 
posed St'hool, and if this should lie the 
ease, It will moan that I he school will 
have lo be considerably smaller than lirst 
planned, as the site will have to be pur- 
chased from the money set aside for the 
building of the school. 

Of course, whether or not Victoria west 
Is to hare a new school this year depends 
lirst aud foremost on the fate of the 
.School By-law at the hands of Hie rate- 
payers of the city today. Should the by- 
law fall to pass, however, appears unlike- 
ly, as the people of Victoria West will 
turn out in their hundreds to vole for It, 
and will probably bo able lo outnumber 
nnv unfavorable vote fr.nu the remaining 
portions or the city. , , 

The by-law provides Tor the raising of 
S.!G,.->00, and of this !?Xi,i)i>0 is for the Vle- 
toria West school. In determining the, 
a mo 11 fit the (Board of .School Trustees hud 
been bargaining on securing II site from 
the government, and had accordingly made 
no arrangement for raising a sum for that 
purpose. The sa.'i.OOO provided for In the 
by-law is tor t tit- building alone, and It. is 
calculated mat witn me present mgn 
price of building work. It will take all of 
that suui to put up the building required, 

.Should it be found Impossible to secure a 
free .site on the reserve, a portion of the 
sum will baveto he set aside for the pur- 
chase of a new site, and this will have the 
effect of materially decreasing the amount 
lo 5io devoted to the school itself. The re- 
sult will he that a smaller school than 
was at first contemplated, and one less 
Kitltol to the needs of the district, will have 
to 'be built. , 

'The mayor, In speaking to the Colonist 
yesterday, expressed a hope that it might 
'he even yet found possible to secure a site 
on the reserve. 

■'Even should the government refuse us 
n lease," said he, "I am In hopes that the 
whole reserve question will be settled this 
glimmer, and in that event the whole or 
die north end of the reserve will be set 
iislde for school and park purposes. If 
that's done It . will preclude all necessity 
for purchasing H new site, and it will be 
possible to devote the whole $35,O0P,to the 
school. • „ - • ' ' ' „

government can't grant us a lease. No 
difficulty was .found . lb setting .aside the 
piece of land on which the Naval hospital 
was built, and lenses have also been wanted 
ou other reserves for canneries and other 
purposes.

Captain Scarf reports hav- 
ing experienced exceedingly rough 
weather in the straits. He states that 
in all bis years of seafaring he never 
ran up against such waves as were 
running around Trial Island. At this 
point the waves became so heavy that 
they invaded the vvheelhousc and the 
cabin, and for a time it looked very 
much as If tho little vessel was to be 
driven on tho island. The tug, how- 
ever, fought her way past tbe island, 
arriving in port considerably battered, 
with wrecked wheelhouse and 
swamped cabin, but otherwise intact.

Is this not an accusation, Mr.

Fowler make this accusation, but he 
stated that he had material, that he 
had been gathering data, and this is 
what makes his charge entirely differ- 
ent from any other charge or insinu- 
ation that has over been made in this 
House by a public man. 

Had Been Warned 

"Now I| have boon warned that Mr. 
Fowler was 'going for me' — such is 
the usual expression — because I have 
on this occasion or on that occasion 
thrown suspicion on this or that mem- 
ber of the government. I am ready to 
discuss that matter at any time. I 
am not going to plead innocence in re- 
gard to violence or debate. Each of 
us, perhaps, with very few exceptions, 
has Indulged in some violent language 
here and there, but with material dif- 
ference, and I wish the House to re- 
member this, between a common 
charge or a common Insinuation that 
may have been made in this House 
and tho present one, Mr. Fowler says: 
'I have the material, I have the data 
which I will bring to light if you at- 
tack me." Then, on the other hand, 
the Prime Minister gets up and says: 
'Thero is nothing against lion, gen- 
tlemen on this side of the House, and 
I find nothing In the words of Mr. 
Fowler.' If the intelligent press and 
the intelligent people of this country 
do not take this as a proposal to saw- 
off in order to save the culprit* rom 
being known, or in order to prevent 
accusations from being further ven- 
tilated, It is not my fault, and it Is not 
tho fault of any member of this House, 
or, rather, of anyone who has so far 
remained silent on this question. It is 
certainly borne out and more than 
proved by the words of Mr. Fowler 
and the attitude of the Prime Minister. 
Now, sir, it may be said, and I have 
stated in this House, that accusations 
of immoral conduct are not porhaps 
Within the jurisdiction of parliament. 
I must say that when I made that 
statement I was entirely ignorant of 
what may have been in the mind of 
Mr. Fowler. I may say, whether 
rightly or wrongly, that I do not come 
in frequent contact with ministers of 
the crown, and perhaps that is one of 
the reasons why I did not understand 
What Mr. Fowler had in his mind; but 
rumors have and are going all over the 
city of Ottawa, and insinuations are 
made right and left In the corridors of 
tho House by members of parliament, 
and by outsiders. I do not want to be- 
lieve them. I hope they arfii untrue. 
Government's Imperative Duty 
"But if ono half of them are true, 
not only is it right, but it Is the im- 
perative duty of the government to 
intervene. In regard to the morality 
of any minister of the crown, hero 
again, as In many other instances, my 
guiding principle is the ono which has 
been applied for many years in the 
conduct of tlie government in Great' 
Britain, and the principle in regard to | 
the morality of any British minister' 
of the crown, is the one which William 
Evvart Gladstone adopted and applied 
to the case of a man far abler a""l far 
more useful to the people of Grea.t 
Britain than can be any nf^.ister of 
the crown who has been cited as lin- 
ing in the stocks, and thai man was 
Sir Charles Dllko. Sir if hidv' of what 
is circulated around the corridors of 
the Mouse is true — I do not know 
whether it is true or not— but, if half 
nf it is true, 1 say it is the duly of 
the Prime Minister to interfere, and, 
as Mr. Gladstone had to Interfere with 
the private conduct and private life of 
Sir Charles Dilke, and if a Prime Min- 
ister Is remiss in his duty, it is up to 
this House to know the truth from 
the man who has the data and mater- 
ial to give, and to see that justice shall 
lie done. Otherwise, it is not only 
three or four men who wdll bo held lii 
the slocks, but it is the whole govern- 
ment, the whole majority of tins 
House, Unit will bo heir] in the stocks 
by the private opinion of Canada, be- 
cause they do not want the truth to 
be known and the culprits punished.

had nothing— he should be asked to 
prove it. Mr. Fowler Is known not 
to he a coward. If Mr. Fowler would 
get up and say: T spoke In a moment 
of excitement and withdraw that 
statement, because it Is not true; it 
was simply uttered in a moment of 
excitement,' everybody would forgive 
Uim; but if he really knows or has 
any reason to believe, that Mr. Hyman 
is not a worthy member of this 
House, or of this government, if he 
knows that the Prime Minister is not 
acting properly towards his colleague, 
tiie Minister of Public Works, he 
should bo called upon at once to make 
his word good and give up the twin 
side of the story. In regard to the 
general accusation about 'wine, wo- 
men and graft,' I claim that if any 
ministers of the crown — the truth of 
which accusation I do not know, and 
speak only of general facts — are con- 
nected with wine and women in such 
a way that has become a matter of 
public scndal; if they have used tho 
property of the government to carry 
on their protllgato acts; If they have 
been guilty of this conduct with wo- 
men, and If anybody has a knowledge 
of these facts, he, must make them 
public. If I had the least particle of 
evidence, I would make a charge, but 
I do not have it. 1 repeat, however, 
that it is a scandal which the govern- 
ment and parliament does not take 
any action and does not see that a 
purification takes place. Now, sir, 
with regard to graft. It is no more a 
question of personal conduct. 

Question of Public Morality 
"It is a question of public morality. 
In regard to morals, It may bo that the 
standard of morality in this country 
is not as high as it is in England. It 
is here stated, and it is a fair point 
of view to take, that If It be that the 
people of Canada do not insist upon 
the standard of morality that prevails 
in England, we have no business 
inquire into the matter. I am ready 
to agree with the judgment of the 
House asjar as that is concerned, but 
I do not believe that the people of 
Canada have not the same standard of 
morality with regard to their public 
men, and in this I agree with Mr. Fos- 
ter, who said recently. In speaking of 
the public men of this country, that 
you cannot entirely disconnect tho 
private and public life of a man. Thero 
are many things in the private life of 
a man that should not be Investigated 
and especially in regard lo the life of 
a private member of parliament, who 
is responsible only to his (doctors. 
They are the ones to Judge his con- 
duct. 

Continuing, Mr. Bourassa said he 
could not make a charge. He would 
make it if he had a title of evidence 
in his possession. Mr. Fowler said he 
had the material, and all that lie (Mr. 
Bourassa) wanted was that accusers 
and accused should lie brought before 
a committee of this House. The in- 
quiry should bo broad enough that 
anyone who had a statement to make 
as against a minister of the crown or 
a member of the House should be at 
liberty to go before the committee. If 
nothing were done the outcome of this 
unfortunate affair would he that Lib- 
eral newspapers and Liberal stumpers 
would go on slandering Conservatives, 
while Conservatives on the platform 
would say that Mr. Fowler had been 
courageous enough to make charges 
against tho government, and the gov- 
ernment were afraid to take up the 
challenge, What was required by pub- 
lic opinion was a thorough Inquiry; 
not that both parties should be loft in 
the position to throw mud at each oth- 
er. Ho declared 'that the Prime Min- 
ister could not. go lo England to rep- 
resent Canada at the Imperial confer- 
ence with accusations of graft hang- 
ing over the heads of some of his col- 
leagues.

New York, Marcli 2S, — "We still have 
red lights before us," said James J. 
Hill, yesterday, when asked about the 
general railroad outlook. "It means 
that we should go slow. A recession 
has undoubtedly set in, perhaps not u 
big one, but still a recession. If men 
Will be cautious and good-tempered 
und have patience, much good can bo 
done. Granted that, I see no rcuson 
to be apprehensive. 

"I do not think you should lay too 
much stress on the lack of money. 
About 95 or 90 per cent, of business Is 
done on credit. Men don't carry big 
wads In their pockets. Some sort of 
a check does the business. We have 
plenty of money as money Is ordin- 
arily used. The trouble is that our 
credit is impaired. The business of 
the Northwest will go on regardless 
of general conditions in the main be- 
cause the Northwest deals In food, 
shelter and clothing, which are the 
things people must have. The troublo 
last winter and at present has largely 
been caused by the fact that mer- 
chants delayed sending their orders 
for coal until there was a great 
stream of traffic coming eastward, 
both lumber and grain. The two 
streams of freight met and there was 
trouble." 

Says His Road Has Done Its Duty 
Mr. Hill was questioned concerning 
the criticisms directed against the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
by- merchants wdio claim there is a 
congestion of freight which is suro to 
injure business, und to this lie re- 
plied: 

"We have fulfilled our contract to 
the people of the Northwest by build- 
ing a railroad. Now let somebody 
else build u railroad." 

Mr. Hill's statement was not vindic- 
tive, nor made in the heat of anger, 
as the bare words might suggest. He 
was smiling and cheerful. He appar- 
ently feels that tho empire which he 
has helped to create ii the far North- 
west has grown so big that ho wants 
help in handling it. 

"I want to see the St. Paul build 
through there. I want the Chicago 
Northwestern to run a track through 
to the Pacific, More railroads are 
needed. We are doing the. best we 
can. If you know what it means to 
have snow four feet deep on the level, 
you may appreciate some of the ditll- 
culties under which the railroads of 
the Northwest have been laboring this 
winter. But there is business thero 
for all the roads that build. Into th 
territory without regard lo snow." 

Denies Obligations of Railroads 

"But," Mr. Hill was asked, "does not 
the fact that you have built a railroad 
into that country and encouraged 
business men to tie up their capital in 
enterprises morally obligate you to 
furnish transportation sufficient for 
these people to get their products to 
market?" 

"Not at all," was tho quick response, 
"When a railroad builds into a coun- 
try there is no obligation on tho part 
of the people to furnish it with busi- i 
ness. We have built a railroad, and 
that fulfils our contract. Wo are un- 
der no obligation whatever. 

"Do you know," asked Mr. Hill, 
"where the country got. its lumber up 
to a few years ago? Michigan Yes; 
that's right. Well, Michigan does not 
supply Its own needs for lumber at I 
present, neither does Wisconsin." I 

Tin.' lumber comes from tho 
Northwest. You are talking about the 
congestion on the Northern Pacific be- 1 
twoen Tacoma and Pasco. Thero is a 
tunnel two and a half miles long on 
that single track stretch of road. Tho| 
utmost capacity through the tunnel is 
a Utile above 800 carloads a day count- 
ing, everything, lumber, passenger, and 
all kinds of traffic, and vet if the 
Northern Pacific could handle tho 
business there would bo !i00 carloads 
a day of lumber alone offered. Can 
you realize what that means? The 
New York Central lias a four-track 
road. It handles 2,200,000 tons over 
each mile In a year. That one stretch 
of the Northern Pacific from Tacoma 
to Pasco is handling business right 
now at the rate of 4,000,000 tons a 
mile annually. Think of It! And peo- 
ple think the New York Central is 
doing business. 



Northwest Not Alone 

"It ls not in tho Northwest alone 
that transportation facilities are need- 
ed. The Southwest Is nearly as bad. 
Why, I heard the other day of a lot 
of cotton in Texas, within 200 miles of 
seaport, that was six weeks in getting 
there. Another thing I want to tell 
you. We have 8,000 of our cars on 
other roads. We can't get our own 
rolling slock back to handle our busi- 
ness. The other roads have stolen our 
cars, and wo are going after them with 
lawyers and force them to return 
them." 

"Well, you are getting the usual pay 
of a dollar a day overtime, aro you 
not?" Mr. Hill asked. 

"No, they have simply stolen our 
cars, and we are going to get after 
them with lawyers. But what does 
this mean? It simply means that 
there are not enough tracks In tho 
country for the railroads to handle 
their cars. There are seventeen tracks 
between New York and Chicago, and 
even they can't handle all the business 
Suppose wo got all this lumber and 
freight from the Northwest into Chi- 
cago. What then it would simply 
make matters worse, for the eastern 
roads could not handle the business 
out of Chicago. The country needs 
more trades everywhere. 

"The Northern Pacilic has seven 
thousand men at work making im- 
provements on its Cascade -division. 
It could use more men but can't get 
them. These seven thousand do not 
Include those who aro operating the 
road or doing ordinary repairing. It 
would take about two years and a half 
to put a tunnel through for a second 
track, even if they could get the men 
and the money to do it. 

Mr. Hill has expressed his opinion 
so frequently on government control 
of railroads and tho watering of 
stocks that he refused to discuss those 
subjects now, but he has the cheerful 
demeanor of a man who is perfectly 
satisfied with the way his properties 
have acted In Wall street. 



OBJECT TO VACCINATION 

Canadian Authorities Inoculating All 
Who Cross Border at Blaine or 
Somas. 

Belllngham, Wash., April 1, — Follow- 
ing out an order from the Canadian 
Officials at Ottawa, physicians at 
Blaine and Sumas now are vaccinating 
every person crossing the boundary 
line from the United States who can- 
not show that he or she has been in- 
oculated with virus recently. 

Some objection is made to tho vac- 
cination by residents of the county on 
account of the fact that no plausible 
reason is given. County Health Officer 
Martin says that there is not a single 
case of cotagious disease under quar- 
antine in the county. The winter lias 
been remarkably free from serious dis- 
eases of any nature in this part of tho 
state. 

The virus is injected Into the arms 
of the persons crossing the line free of 
charge, the expense being paid by the 
Canadian government. The operation 
is unpleasant, however, particularly 
to travelers. Traveling salesmen are 
objecting strongly to the action of the 
Canadians. No quarter Is given, how- 
ever, and if the person crossing the 
line cannot show a distinct vaccination 
mark, placed recently, the physicians 
proceed lo inject the virus lmmedl 
itely. 

It is said that there aro a number of 
cases of smallpox in the counties In 
the eastern part of tho state, but since 
the negroes working on the Great 
Northern tracks above Ferule were 
discharged from quarantine this ills- 
ease has been .stamped out In this 
country. 

The vaccination order has been In 
ecect in the border towns for about a 
week, a ml a number of persons have 
been subjected against their will to 
the operation.

Modern Vehicles Will Soon Be in Use 
if? That City 

Motor omnibuses will soon be hi uso 
in tho city of Calgary. The Dominion 
Line steamer Parthonia on her last 
sailing from the Clyde took out three 
large motor omnibuses, which aro In- 
tended for the public service of tho 
Calgary Car Company, Limited, to run 
from the centre of the city of Calgary 
to the suburbs on different routes. 
The cars have been constructed by the 
Halley Industrial Motors, Limited, a 
Glasgow 'company who make a 
specialty of heavy commercial and 
public service vehicles. 

The orr.r.luUrfes which the company 
lias shipped to Calgary are each of 
30-40 borso power, single decked and 
seated for twenty passengers and the 
driver. They arc made exceptionally 
strong and the engines are four- 
cylinder petrol motors, developing to a 
•10 brake-horse-power. The ignition is 
low-tension magneto, gear-driven from 
the engine. Tho gearing is of tho 
firm's foul-proof type, witli all the gear 
wheels in constant mesh, giving three 
forward speeds of 4, 8 and 12 miles 
per hour, or 4t&, 10 and 16 miles per 
hour, according lo conditions of ser- 
vice; and ono reverse speed of 3V4 
miles per hour. The steering wheels 
are 32 Inches in diameter and are fit- 
ted with single 5-inch solid rubber 
tyres; tho driving wheels are 40 
inches in diameter and are fitted with 
twin 5-lnch solid rubber tyres. The 
petrol tank Is gravity fed, of 20-gallon 
capacity, and sufficient for about 100 
to 140 miles, according to tho roads 
and working conditions. The wheel 
base. is 12 feet 6 inches; and the wheel 
track, centre, to centre, 5 feet 10 Inches. 
The approximate weight of the chassis 
nlone is 55 cwt, and the gross weight 
of I lie car 75 cwt. 

Subjocted to Severe Tests 

After being completed the cars were 
subjected to very severe tests on some 
nf the stlffest roads In the neighbor- 
hood of Glasgow. A. Scottish company 
which is proposing to run a service of 
motor omnibuses In ono of the north- 
ern counties of Scotland, was at tho 
time inquiring as to tho type of 
vehicles they should adopt, and the 
directors of the Hnlley Industrial 
Motors, Limited, took a number of tho 
officials of this other company over tho 
road between Drimmjn and Glasgow In 
one of tho now Calgary oars, having 
II. loaded tn represent the full comple- 
ment of passengers. On this run tho 
car averaged 18 miles per hour, al- 
though on nemo parts of the road thoro 
were four Inches of snow. So satisfied 
were the officials of tho new company 
with the trials of tho car that they at 
once placed an order for several sim- 
ilar vehicles for their north of Scot- 
land service,

Members of the government assured 
the deputation of their hearty sym- 
pathy with the object of the movement 
and promised Hint their overtures 
would receive the most careful consid- 
eration.
